FAKE admirable endowment of 


¥ fpeech is evidently the moft 
5 T ES diflinguithing charasteriftic 

‘ of mankind ; but altho’ the 
w Peal yf power of language is a fa- 
culty that the whole human fpecies indif- 
criminately poffefs, and of which the 
meanelt as well as the moft enlarged ca- 
pacities equally participate, yet the wif- 
dom of the Divine Being has enabled fome 
men to enlarge the fphere of its utility 
much beyond the purpofe of mere focial 
intercourfe : for that perfection of fpeech 
to which we give the name of eloquence, 
elevates a man as much above the reft of 
his {pecies, as the faculty of fpeech itfelf 
railés mankind above the other tribes of 
animated nature. In every polithed fo- 
city, the orator finds a reception pro- 
portionate to the utility of that fplendid 
talent, by which he is enabled to pro- 
mote its interefts, and to remove its dan- 
gers. Who but the orator, as reprefen- 
tative of the people, is fitly qualified to 
affers their rights, and maintain their 
prerogatives ;=to be their champion, to 
Kop the growth of ambition, and to ftop 
the too great exertion of illegal autho- 
nity? Who but the orator has power 
luthcient to calm the turbulence of a {

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headftrong and feditious multitude, whofe 
boundlei’s impetuofity has too frequently 
threatened deftru€ion to conititutions 
founded on the moft folid bafis? When 
a ftate labours under imminent danger 
from foreign invafions, or when con- 
vullfed and diftra&ted by internal diicords, 
to whom fhall we apply but to the ora- 
tor? To him we turn our eyes for re- 
lief, who by the forcible energy of his 
language muft encourage the difpirited 
citizens, and roufe them from their le- 
thargic indolence; or by the foothing 
perfuafivenefs of a Menenius Agrippa, 
muft quell the clamours of dilcontent, 
and pour a balm on the wounds made by 
jealouly and faction. In cither cafe we 
muft regard him as the bulwark of the 
conftitution, and the guardian of the 
public tranquility, who by his fway con- 
neéts men into fociety, and whilft he op- 
pofes himfelf to the pernicious confe- 
quences of anarchy and confufion, is be- 
held with a kind of reverential awe both 
by the faétious and ambitious. Ina 
word, we can look upon the orator in 
no other light than as the proteétor of 
the lives and properties of his fellow- 
citizens, as the principal promoter of or- 
der, and the {pring by which every go- 
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verfiment is uétuated. * To enumerate 
inflances of the great utility of eratory, 
where examples are fo numerous, would 
be unneceflary ; nor is it proper to pals 
over in flence an argument that has been 
frequently made ule of to favour the 
contrary opinion: it is alledged, that 
raen who are not of a good difpofition, 
are frequently enabled, by the attainment 
ef this perfection, entirely to pervert its 
eiiginal purpofe; and, by applying it to 
the perpetration of their defigns, make 
what was intended for the fervice of 
mankind, become its greateit prejudive. 
But there are very few fciences that are 
not equally liable to cen{ure, if we de- 
rive our notions of their good qualities 
from the evil confequences arifing from 
their abufe, and form our judgment from 
thofe who fubvert the benefictal purpofes 
for which they were originally defigned ;

F you have underftood and thoroughly 
E learnt the leffons I gave you in my 
two former letters, and obtained a juft 
knowledge of God, and the principles 
ef the Chriftian religion ; you have Frid 
a geod foundation for further improve- 
ment in knowledge. 

I would next recommend to you a.fe- 
rious confideration, and tiudy of the 
great works of Almighty God, which 
are great and worthy to be fought out 
of all them that love him, as there is 
nothing tends to raifé in our minds 

nore worthy thoughts of the Almighty, 
or amore jult fenfe of our own mean- 
nefs and dependance;.‘nor any thing that 
E think shes m more to enlarge the mind, 
and difpofe it for improvement in know- 
tedge and wifdom, than a contemplation 
and. ftudy of the wonderful and amazing 
works of God. 

But here I would not lead you out of 
cyour depth, or propofe to you any thing 
but what I think may be mtelligible to 
any perfon of a middling capacity, that 


bs defirous of the knowledge of truth ; | 
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yet even this objection will appear to be 
ill-grounded, if we adept the opinions 
of the ancients, among whom oratory was 
principally cultivated, and who therefore 
mutt be allowed to be competent judges 
of its effeéts. The moft celebrated wri. 
ters of antiquity coneur in refufing the 
title of orator to-any but thofe whofe 
moral characters will bear the ftri€eit 
ferutiny ; and, indeed, it is but reafon- 
able to fuppofe, that after the inveltiga. 
tion of fo many feiences which are the 
neceflary prefaces to the forming 4 com- 
plete orator, in all which the divine is 
fo eminently confpicious, that a man 
mutt find it repugnant to its nature to 
apply thofe talents to: miquitous pur- 
pofes, in the acquifition of which he 
mutt have had fo many proofs of the 
benefits which refult from a judicious

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: I would only lay tefore you a general) 
i view of the great and wonderful works 
1 of God;. which when you have obtained, 
| the more particular points of knowledge, 
as they afterwards occur, will more rea- 
| dily ftick with you. Fof when the mind 
is form’d to a rekifh and thirft after 
knowledge, you will with pleafure catch 
at every opportunity of increafing your 
ftock. For as light is pleafant to the 
eyes, fois knowledge to the mind. 
Thofe who judge by their fenfes, and 
take little pains to reafon about the na- 
ture of things, (which I fear is too truly 
the charaéter of the generality of man- 
kind) may be apt to think, that’ this 
earth on which we live, is the whole 
world ; That it is for our *fervice and be- 
nefit only, the fun and all the hoft of 
the heavanly bodies make a daily cirewit 
about us, whilft we fit ftill, and are at 
ret. But by the obfervations and en- 
quiries of the wifeft men in late ages, 
it demonttrably appears nething is: more 
abfurd, or wide from the truth. This 
earth, on which:we live, though in itfelt 





a bedy of a mighty and prodigious bulk, 


whofe diameter or thickne{s is mot “ 
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lef: than 8002 miles, and its circumfe- 
rence above 25000 miles, full of the 


wonders of the power and wifdom of the ' 


Almighty, and the {cene of all the las 
hours of mankind; and divided into 
many mighty kingdoms and nations ; 
how great foever it may appear to uss is 
but ove link in a chain, oe member in 
a body, one wheel, and comparatively 
but a /mall one, in one grand machine. 
Amongtt all the works of God, there 
isnone more great and glorious; none 
that commands our attention fooner, or 
that better -ferves our regard, than the 
fun in the firmament, which we fee daily 
arifing in the eaft, and fetting in the 
wet, encompaffing the Heavens every 
dav, without reft or wearinefs from day 
today, and from age to age; as itis 
the inexhauftible fource of light and 
heat; the great fupport of all life, both 
animal and vegetable, and on which, 
under God, we immediately depend for 
life and breath and all things; and as 
it is the brighteft image of the moft high, 


the moft illuftrious emblem in nature of - 


the univerfal influence and boundlefs be- 
nevolence of the great Creator of all 
things.’ Wonderful and amazing is the 
prodigious bulk of this great ocean of 
fre. The earth we inhabit is in mea- 
fure about 8000 miles in thicknefs ; but 
the fun is found by altronomers to be 
above 800,000 times as large as this 
eth. And tho’ from the beginning of 
the creation to this day it has been con- 
tinually pouring out with amazing fwift- 
nef its light and fire on every fide, and 
to every part eof the creation, without 
ceflation or intermiffion ; yet, O amaz- 
ing! it cannot be perceived that its fub- 
ftance is at all leffened, or its influence 
abated from what is was at the begin- 
ning of the creation. How wonderful 
then! and altonifhing muft be that Al- 
mighty power, that firit fupplied mate- 
rials for this prodigious world of fire, 
that kindled it into flame, and ftill 
fupplies it from age to age! 

Round about this immen{ world of 
fre, this earth which we inhabit, this 
bulky and prodigious globe of land and 
water, with the air that encompaffes it, 
and the moon that conftantly attends it, 
is continually revolving ; every day turn- 
ing round on its own axis, as a bowl 
that is truckled along a plane, and every 
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! year making one circuit round the fun. By 
the former motion our days and nigiis 
are divided to us, and by the latter our 
years are meafured out. The different 
feafons of fummer and winter being 
caufed by the earth turning at one time 
its northern fide, at another time its 
fouthern fide tewards the fun. Its dif- 
tance being reckoned about 8o millions 
of miles from the fun, the whole length 
of its yearly jouney mult be about 500 
millions of miles, fo that it muft fly 
above 56,000 miles m an Hour, or almoit 
1000 miles every minute. The fwiftefl 
motion we know of any earthly body, 
is that of a cannon bali fhot from the 
mouth of acannon ; but while this moves 
one mile, the earth muit move a hundred 
and this mation has continued now abot 
6000 years, without any intermiflion o 
variation. How mof wonderful and 
amazing ! 

The moon accompanying the earth 
revolves about the fun every year; and 
alfo at the fame time round about the 
earth every month. A glorious lanthorn, 
hung up in the heavens by our kind fa- 
ther and benefactor, to enlighten our 
nights, and transform the gloomy da:k- 
nefs thereof into»the refemblance of 
chearful day. But by what unfearchable 
bands the Almighty hath connected this 
orb with our world, that in that great 
velocity wherewith the latter moves 
round the fun, it is never dropped by 
the way, nor difturbed in its monthly 
courfe round the earth, is beyond the 
power of the molt penctrating philofo- 
pher to difcover. 

But befides this earth of ours, there 
are five other prodigious orbs or planets, 
or worlds, continually revolving in like 
manner about the fun, and deriving lighe 
and heat from him; fome of which are 
vaftly fuperior in bulk, and fome in 
{wiftnefs to this earth of ours. The 
names by which they are diftinguified 
are, Mercury, Venus, Mars, Jupiter, 
and Saturn. To render the fubject I 
kave been writing of more clear to your 
underftanding, L have drawn upand inclofe 
you a fcheme of the fy item of the univerfe, 
by which you may fee the fun in the centre, 
and thefe feveral worlds in their proper 
order, and nearly in their roportional 
diftances, deferibing their orbits, or the 
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Of thefe mighty worlds, which are 
continually revolving round about the 
fun,.Saturn is computed about 500 times, 
and Jupiter about 1000 times as large as 
our earth. And the/e two, like our earth, 
have moons continually attending them 
(Jupiter four, and Saturn five) but are 
not to be feen without good telefcopes. 

As to the magnitude and extent of 
this prodigious fabric of God, the cir- 
cuit. or orbit of Saturn, which encom- 
paffes all the reit, is computed at above one 
thoufand five hundred millions of miles in 
diameter, which isa fpace fo vaft and 
prodigious, that if a cannon ball was 
to be fhot from one fide, and proceed 
with continual and equal fwiftnefs to 
the other in a ftrait line, it would be 
more than 460 years travelling from one 
fide to the other; or if it was to take a 
circdit round ‘the whole, as the planet 
Satur does, it would take up near 1500 
years to do it. “Wonderful and aftonith- 
ing is ‘the gréatnefs and extent of thefe 
worlds of God, but not lefs wonderful 
is the: exceffive fwiftnefs of their mo- 
tions. Saturn, which is efteemed 
the flotvef in its--metions of all, is 
carried 18,006 miles ‘in an hour; and 
Mercury, which’ is the fwifteft, 100,000 


miles every hour, or 200 times as faft asa. 


cannon ball: ‘Wonderful is the greatnefs, 
wonderful’ the fwiftnefs of thefe migh- 
ty worlds whicli God has’ made. But 
not lJefs wonderful ‘is that conftant and 
perfect regularity cali of them in theis 
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feveral courfes obferves, that from the 
beginning of the creation, when they 
were firft launched into motion, till this 
day, there has not been the leaft variation 
of their courfe, or iAtermiffion of their 
fwiftnefs ; each perpetually travelling the 
fame exact path, and each compleating 
his long race (tho’ fo many millions of. 
miles) always in the fame time toa day, 
to a minute. There are many more 
things particularly obferved of thefe 
planetary worlds, but as I propofed giv- 
ing you only a general notion of thefe 


into any farther particulars.

{would next, had I leifure, go on to 
few you, as far as I have ability, the 
wife conttitution asd wonderful laws of 
this globe or world we inhabit, and of 
the air that encompaffes it, how the wif- 
dom, power, and goodnefs of God is 
in a moft altonifhing manner difplayed 
throughout the whole. \ 
Iwould next inform you fomething of 
the geography or countries of the world, 
particularly what is moft remarkable in 
this land of ours, and would give you 
fome fketch of its hiftory, and of the 
mot remarkable events that have hap- 
pened in this part of the world. 
[would next lead you to confider the 
furptiting wifdom of God in the forma- 
tion and wonderful conftitution of our 
own bodies, and fhew you how fearfully 
and wonderfully you are made.

Relative to her Connestion with the PERREAUS, to the Time of her laft Commitment. 
With a frriking Likenefs of that Celebrated Lady. 


IVENTEEN pages of this extraor- 

dinary ftory are a repetition merely of 
what has already . appeared in the public 
pints: She has introduced it witha fhort 
preface; the molt. remarkable paffage of 
which is to the following purport ;— 
“TauTH is my theme; my ftyle is as 
imple as my ftorg; ,equally free from 
fophiftical pofitions and logical argu- 
ments: In one word, Lhave not the ix- 
vention of a Perreay, nor the elegant pen 
of a K---y; to. decorate my defence ; 
truting entirely to plain, unadorned 
truths, and confcious innocence.” 
She then proceeds to inform the public, 
that i March, 1769, fhe and her huf- 
ad (Mr. Rudd) finally parted; or 








rather, that finding the laws too feeble 
to protest her, the was obliged to have 
recourfe to flight and concealment, as the 
only fure means of fatety; and in ordér 
the better to elude her hufband’s enquiries, 
affumed the name of Gore. ‘This naatri- 
monial device had one very good effed 

for that time, as the lady, who was fe 
kind as to lend her the name, was like- 
wife friendly enough to appear in perfon 
herfelf. to Mr. Rudd, and his emiffaries, 
in order to prevent a difcovery, It was, 
however, productive of an inconvenience 


on the other hand, as it rendéred the true.. 
names and actions of the two.ladies as. un- , 


certain as their perfonal, identity, 


This deceptio nominis, or deceptio vifus, 


was 
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was of no long continuance ; for, towards 
the latter end of the fame fummer, a 
friend, who was acquainted with her un- 
merited ill treatment, dying, bequeathed 
her 13,0001. and 3,000l. to purchafe jew- 
els, plate, and furniture: he further pro- 
vided, in his will, an immedjate fupport 
for her, by leaving her a contingent an- 
tuity of 6ool. to decreafe in proportion 
as the legacy was difcharged, which was 
fpecially directed to be by inttalments.— 
In the month of OStober enfaing the 
trultee waited on her, and paid her one 
year’s full annuity, Early in the year 


1770 fhe faw Mr. D. Perreau for the firlt } 


time ; and their wziox took place the 2oth 
of May in the fame year, fixteen days, as 
fhe fays, after his certificate was figned. 
Here the pertinently obferves, that it was 
hardly probable he could have had it in 
his power to relieve her, as fet forth in 
shis narrative, in which he fays he had 
advanced feveral hundred pounds to ex- 
Aricate her from her very embarraffed fitu- 
ation. She next proceeds to exculpate 
him from a charge both himfelf and his 
friends feem willing to own, if not to 
challenge, namely, moft unbound credulity ; 
for the pofitively affirms, that he was the 
moft prying, curious, fufpicious man 
breathing: and refers to his general con- 
dué&, in proof of the affertion. 

She continued to live with him, under 
the name of Gore, till the autumn 1772 ; 
but, previous to her change of name, fhe 
accompanied D. Perreauto Paris, in March 
3773, where he introduced her to a new 
a-quaintance, a Colonel : With 
this gentleman's charaéter fhe has made 
pretty free ; the detailis long, and rather 
uninterefting to fuch as know any thing 
of the fuperior walks of life in London 
or Paris. Let it fuffice, toconvey to our 
feveral clafies of readersa tolerable idea 





of what the would make this honourable 
field officer pafs for, namely, a Chevalier 
B Indiftrie Anglice, a gentee! fharper, twin- 
dler, or black-leg.—Her quotation from 


the Bath Guide is in the following words : 
‘* For ever intent on increafing bis flere, 
“* And alavays keeps huffing and cut- 
ting for more.” 
We would ‘willingly have done with 


tis Hero of the vith Brigade, but that 
our Narratrefs feems to build all the fub- 
fequent {chemes of the Perreaus on the 
acquaintance with him, which had fub- 
fiited for tome time before, but now 
feemed to be too firmly cemented to be 
otherwife broken but by the death of one 
_ or beth of the partics—The Colonel be- 
rg to procure the intelligence, Mr. 
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Robert Perreau to manage in the Alley 
Mr. D. Perreau to find money, and Mrs, 
Rudd to pay the piper. 

Changing her lodgings, taking a new 
houfe, furnifhing it, the receipt of 4,000, 
of the leyacy left to her, being delivere:| 
of her eldett child, and Mr. Rudu’s final 
departure from this country, befides the 
trip to Paris, fill up the greatelt part of 
the narrative, till the Autumn 1773; 
about which time, by the earneft entres. 
ties of the aforefaid Colonel, Mr. D, 
Perreau took a fecond trip ta Paris in 
fearch of the Philofopher's Stone; that 
is, in order to ettablith fuch a circuitous 
courfe of correfpondence as muit. leave 
the Alley at their mercy. But Mrs. Rudd, 
having for fome time entertained {ulpi- 
cions, which rendered her very unealy 
relative to D. Perreau'’s gambling in the 
funds, fhe ventured, in his abfence, to 
open fome letters which came direéted to 
him. Here fhe was the fir time con- 
vinced, that the Colonel was the real 
mover; and difcovered, likewife, ‘that 
the whole was carried on with the privity 
of Robert Perreau, whio ‘being entreate 
by her not to accept a draft, drawn by 
the Colonel on him for 200]. was let into 
the fecret, and perfuaded, by the very 
refpectable names Robert made ule of 
on the occafion, * that the Perreaus were 
in pofeflion of very good political infor- 
mation.” 

** At Chriftmas, 1773, the fays, Mr. 
Adair’s name was firlt mentioned, as the 
perfon Mr. D. Perreau obtained his ii- 
formations from, and entirely took it’s 
rife from the following circumftance : 

Several months previous to that period, 
her uncle Stewart inclofed a letter to her, 
for Mr. James Adair of Soho-fquare, 
recommending his niece very warmly to 
Mr. Adair’s notice. As foon as fhe for- 
warded the letter, Mr. Adair very po- 
litely paid her a vifit; and one o ‘Mr, 
Perreau’s Alley acquaintance being pre- 
fent, when the fervant came up to m- 
form her Mr. Adair was below in the 
parlour, and expreffing a ftrong defire of 
gaining intelligence relative to India 
matters, and the funds in general; and 
adding, if intelligence could be obtained 
from James and William Adair, that 
he would ga any lengths for him in the 
ftocks; Mr. Perreau told her, he would 
avail himfelf of the obfervation ‘his 
friend had made; adding, * there was 
nothing more ufual than to give’ fisti- 
tious names to brokers, in order to amdlc 
or gain credit, “and alfo to conceal: the 
real intelligencers,eeeIn fhort, Mr. 

Perreau 
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perresu concluded henceforth to fay he 
ectived intelligense from Meffis. Adairs, 
vaticulatly from Mr. William Adair. 

To account far what was depofed by 
fervant Moody, on the trial, and much 
relied on by the Perreaus in their de- 
feace and narrative, fhe fays, that when 
the inquifitive gentleman above-menti- 
oned prefled Mr. Perreau on fome poli- 
tical points, he has, to filence his im- 
portunities, once or twice had himfelf 
villed out of the room, as if to {peak to 
Mr. Adair; and the owns, on this head, 
that the did certainly, dy Perreau’s defire, 
go dows {tairs, and order Moody to give 
adouble rap, and call his maiter out; 
but denies pofitively, that fhe ever men- 
tioned the mame of Adair, as Moody has 
fyorn. She likewife totally denies the 
widence of Moody, relative to het writ- 
ing, delivering letters,-&e. upon feveral 
grounds ; but upon none better- than her 
otal inability to write, and her confine- 
ment to her room for four or five months 
bya moit violent and dangerous illnefs. 
[—— W ——s’s teftimony fhe endea- 
yours to fet afide, by atiyming, that fince 
thetrial, the acknowledged that Mr.-- 
gave her a couple of guineas to /wear 
what fhe did. 

She next obferves, that the firft bond 
difcounted by Sir Thomas Frankland, 
as depofed by him at Guildhall, was on 
the ath of May, 1774, at which time fhe 
had beqmprecifely eight days brought to 
bed; did appeals to the good fenfe of 
the public, whether it was hardly poffible, 
much lefs probable, that fhe could con- 
tive to forge a bond, and gmpo/é it on 
the Perveaus, at fugh @ time, and in fuch 
4 jiuation. She difclaims having any 
hand in the expenfive courfe of lite D. 
Perreau now began to fall into; fuch as 
his taking the houfe at Milt-hill, pur- 
thaing the houfe in Harley-ftreet, &c. 
aud relates one fact of a very curious 
nature, which was, his pwrchafing a poft 
thaife for the Colonel, fo often menti- 
wed, and paying the coach-maker the 
fam of 1451. for st. 

Here the narrative takes entirely a new 
tourfe, and gives a civcumftantial account 
ef the repeated intreaties of Robert Per- 
tau, and the perfuafions, threats, and 
aftual force ufed by Daniel Perreau, to 
tompel her to write the name William 
Adiar to the bond, afterwards prefented 
the Drummonds. Her ftory contains 
very little relative to the diigovery of 
the forgery, but what has already ap- 
Puedin the narrative, or on the trial.

reprefent it.”” 7 yl, 
[tis neceffary to inform you, Sir, in 
this place, that the parfon was earnefily 
ent to ferve Trim in this affair, not only 
from the motive of generofity which I 
have juttly afcribed to him, but likewife 
fom another motive—and that was, by 
making fome fort of recompence for a 
multitude of fmall fervices which Trim 
hd occafionally done, and indeed was 
continually doing (as he was much about 
the houfe) when his own man was out of 
theway.—For all thefe reajons together, 
I fy, the parfon of the parifh intended to 
ferve Trem in this matter to the utmoft of 
hispower. All that was wanting was, pre- 
viouly to inquire it any one had a claim 
toit—or whether, as it had time imme- 
morial hung up in the church, the taking 
it down might not raife a clamour in the 
pirith. Thefe inquiries were the things 
that Trim dreaded in his heart; he knew 
very well, that if the parfon fhould but 
fiy one word to the church-wardens about 
it, there would be an end of the whole af- 
fiir. For this, and fome other reafons 
not neceflary to be told you at prefent, 
Trim was for allowing no time in this 
matter--but, on the contrary, doubled his 
diligence and importunity at the vicarage- 
houleplagued the whole family to death 
—preft his {uit morning, noon, and night 
—ind, to fhorten my ftory, teafed the 
poor gentleman, who was but in an ill 
tate of health almoft out of his life about it. 
You will not wonder when I tell you, 
that all this hurry and precipitation, on 
the fide of mafter Trim, produced its na- 
tural effeét on the fide of the parfon—and 
that was a fufpicion that all was not right 
at the bottom. 
_ He was one evening fitting alone in his 
fudy, weighing and turning this doubt 
tery way in hismind—and after an hour 
aud ahalf’s ferious deliberation upon the 
afar, and running over Trim’s behaviour 
throughout, he was juit faying to himéelf, 
It mit be fowhen a fudden rap at the 
door put an end to his foliloquy, and in 
‘few minutes to his doubts too; for a la- 
dower in the town, who deemed himfelf 
pat his fifty-fecond year, had been re- 
turned by the conftables in the militia lift 
ind he had come with a groat in his

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hand to fearch the parith-regifter for hie 
age. The parfon bid the poor fellow put 
the groat into his pocket, and go into the 
kitchen; then thutting the ftudy-door, i 
and taking down the parith-regifter,— 
Who knows, fays he, but I may find fome- 
thing here about this felf-farte watch-coat?. 
He had fearce unclatped the hook, in fay + 
ing this, when he popp'don the very thing he 
wanted, fairly wrote in the firft page, pated 
to the infide of one of the covers, whereon 
was a memorandum about the very thing in 
quettion in thefe exprefs words——Me- 
morandum. ‘* ‘The great watch-coat was 
** purchaled and given, above two hun- 
‘© dred years ago, by the lord of the ma- 
nor, to this parith-churck, to the fole 
ufe and behoof of the poor fexton there- 

of, and their fucceflors for ever, to be 
worn by them ref{pectively, in winterly 
cold nights, in ringing complines, paj- 
6 fing-bells, Gc. which the faid lord of the 
manor had done in piety to keep the

** poor wretches warm, and for the zpod 
“© of his own foul, for which they were 
“ce 


dire&ted to pray, &c."——Fuf? Hee- 
ven! faid the parfon to himielt, looking 
upwards, avhat an efcape bave I had! 
Give this for an under-petticoat ta Trim’s 
wife! I would not have confented to fich 
a defecration, to be Primate of all Enz\and— 
nay, I «would not have diflurbed a fingle bute 
ton of it for all my tythes. 

Scarce were the words out of his mouth, 
when in pops Trim with the whele fub- 
ject of the exclamation under both his 
arms—I fay under both his arms—for he 
had aétually got it ript and cut out ready 
—his own jerkin under one arm, and the 
petticoat under the other, in order to car- 
ry to the taylor to be made up—and had 
jut ftepped in, in high fpirits, to fhow the : 
parfon how cleverly it had held out. : 

There are now many good fimilies fub- if 
fitting in the world, but which I have 
neither time to recollect or look -for, 
which would give you a ftrong concep- } 
tion of the aftonifhment and honeft in- 
dignation which this unexpected ftroke of ' 
Trim’s impudence imprefied upon the par- \ 
fon’s looks—let it fuffice to fay, that it t 
exceeded all fair defcription, as well as 1é 
all power of proper refentment—except 











this, that Trim was ordered, in.a.ftern 
voice, today the bundles down upon the ie} 
table--to go about his bufinefs—and wait * 
upon him, at his peril, the next morning ' 
at eleven precifely.—Againft this hour, 
like a wife man, the parfon had fent to 
defire ohn the parith-clerk, who bore an 
exceeding good character as a man of 


truth, and who having moreover a pretty if 
ts freehold ly 
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freehold cf about eighteen pounds a year 
im the townthip, was a leading man in it; 
and, upon the whole, was fuch a one, of 
whom it might be faid, that herather did 
honour to his office, than that his office, 
did honour to him—him he fends for 
with the church-wardens and one of the 
fidefmen, a grave, knowing old man, to 
be prefent? for, as Trim had with-held 
the whole truth from the parfon touch- 
ing the watch-coat, he thought it pro- 
bable he would as certainly do the fame 
thing to others. ‘Though this, I faid, 
was wife, the trouble of the precaution 
might have been {pared—becauie the par- 
fon’s character was unblemithed, and he 
had ever been held by the world in the 
eitimation of a man of honour and inte- 
grity.——Trim’s charadter, on thecontrary, 
was as well known, if not in the world, 
at leaft in all the parifh, to be that of a 
hittle, dirty, pimping, petty-fogging, am- 
bidextvous fellow, who neither cared 
what he did or faid of any, provided he 
could get a penny byit. This might, I 
faid, have made any precaution needlets ; 
you muft know, as the parfon had ina 
manner but juit got down to his living, 
he dreadéd the confequences of the leatt 
ill imprefiion on his firit entrance among 
his parifhioners, which would have 
difablet him from doing them the 
good he wihed ; fo that out of regard to 
his flock, more than the necefiary care 
| due to himfelf, he was refolved not to lie 
aga fi at the mercy of what refentment might 
} i vent, er malice lend an ear to. 
i 





























































Accordingly the whole matter was re- 
i ie irearfed, from firft to lat, by the parfon, 
\ % in the manner I've told you, in the hear- 

. img of ohn the parith clerk, and in the 
prefence of Trim. 

Trim had little to fay for himflf, ex- 
if eept “ that. the parfon had abtolutely 
: promifed” to befriend him and his wife 
Hal «, mm the affair to the utmott of his power; 
thatthe watch-coat was certainly in his 
power, and thathe might ftil] give it him, 
wi if he pleafed.”” 

we To this the parfon’s reply was fhort, 

but (trong— “ That nothing was in his 
prwver to do, but what he could do honef- 
4—that, m giving the coat to him and 
i i his wife, he fheuld do a manifeft wrong 
to the Aext fextoh, the great watch-coat 
being the moft comfortable part of the 
place-—that he fhould moreover injure the 
right of his own fucceffor, who would 
be juit fo much a worfe patron as the 
wofth of the coat amounted to—and, in a 
word, he declared, that his whole intent 
in promifing that coat was charity to 
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Trim, but wrong tono man—That was 
areferve, he faid, made in all cafes of 
this kind—and he declared folemnly, in 
verbo facerdotis, that this was his mean. 
ing» and was fo underftood by Trim him. 
felf.”* 

With the weight of this truth, and the 
great good fenfe and ftrong reafon which 
accompanied all the parfon faid on the 
fubject, poor Trim was driven to his lak 
fhift, and begged he might be fuffered to 
plead his right and title to the watch-coat, 
if not by. fpromife, at leaft by fervitude.— 
It was well known how much he wasen- 
titled to it upon thefe fcores—-that he had 
blacked the parfon’s fhoes without count, 
and greafed his boots above fifty times— 
that he had run for eggs in the town upon 
all occafions—whetted the knives at all 
hours—catched his horfe and rubbed him 
down---that, for his wife, fhe had been 
ready upon all occafions to chare for 
them---and neither he nor the, to the bet 
of his remembrance, ever took a farthing, 
or any thing beyond a mug of ale.---To 
this account of his fervices he begged leave 
to add thofe of his withes, which, he faid, 
had been -—— great.---He affirmed{ 
and was ready, he faid, to make it appear, 
bya number of witneffes, ‘ he had drank 
his Reverence’s health.a thoufand times 


(by the bye, he did not add---out of the » 


parfon’s own ale)---that he had nat only 
drank his health, but withed it, and never 
came to the houfe but atked his man 
kindly how he did ;---that in particular, 
about half a year ago, when his Reve- 
rence cut his finger in paring an apple, 


he went half a mile to afk a cunning wo- J 


man what was good to ftaunch blood, 
and actually returned with a cobweb in 
his breeches pocket. Nay, fays Trim, it 
was not a fortnight ago, when your Re- 
verence took that ftrong purge, that I went 
to the far end of the whole town to bor- 
row you a clofeftool---and came back, a8 
the neighbours who flouted me will all 
bear witnefs, with the pan upon my head, 
and never thought it too much.” Trim 
concluded this pathetic remonftrance 
with faying, ** he hoped his Reverence’s 
heart would not fuffer him to requite fo 
many faithful fervices by fo unkind a re 
turn; that if it was fo, as he was the firft, 
fo he hoped he fhould be the laft example 
of a man of his condition fo treated.” 
This plan of Trim’s defence, which Trim 
had put himfelf upon, could admit of no 
other reply than a general fmile.---Upon 
the whole, let ine inform you, that all 
that could be faid pro and con, on both 
fides, being fairly heard, it was plain es 

Trim 
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Trimin every part of this affair had be- 
haved very ill; and one thing, which 
was never expected to be known of him, 
happened in the courfe of this debate to 
cone out againtt him---namely, that he 
had gone and told the parfon, before he 
had ever fet foot in his parifh, that Yobx 
his parih-clerk, his church-wardens, and 
jome of the heads of the parith, were a 
parcel of fcoundrels.---U pon the upfhot, 
Trim was kickd out of doors, and told, 
at his peril, never to come there again. 

At firlt Trim huffed and bounced moft 
reibly--fwore he would geta warrant-- 
that nothing would ferve him bat he wouid 
call a bye-law, and tell the whole parifh 
how the parfon had miffed him: but 
cooling of that, as fearing the parfon 
might poflibly bind him over to his good 
behaviour, and, for aught he knew, might 
fend him to the houfe of correétion--- he 
kets the parfon alone, and to revenge him- 
ff falls foul upon the clerk, who had 
no more todo in the quarrel than you or 
|..-rips up the promife of the old---caft 
---pair of black--- plufh---breeches----- 
and raifes an uproar in the town about it, 
notwithitanding it had flept ten years. 
-But all this, you muft know, is look’d 
wpon in no other light but as an artful 
ivoke of generalhhip in Trim to raiie a 
duit, and cover himéelf under the difgrace- 
ful chatifement he has undergone. 

If your curiofity is not yet fatisfied, I 
will now proceed to relate the battle of the 
breeches in the fame exa& manner I have 
done that of the watch-coat. 

Beit known, then, that about ten years 
ago, when ‘foh2 was appointed parifh-clerk 
of this church, this faid Trim took no 
fmall pains to get into John’s good graces 
---in order, as it afterwards appeared, to 
coax a promife out of him of a pair of 
breeches, which ‘ohn had then by him, of 
black plufh, not much the worfe for wear- 
ing——Trim only begged, for God’s fake, 
to have them beftowed upon him when 
Jom thould think fit to catt them off. 

Trim was one of thote kind of men 
who loved a bit of finery in his heart, and 
Would rather have a tattered rag of a bet- 
heer ba than the beft plain whole thing 
his wife could {pin him. 

Jobn, who was naturally unfufpicious, 
made no more difficulty of promifing the 
breeches than the parfon had done in pro- 
miling the grea tcoat; and indeed with fome- 
thing lefs referve---becaufe the breeches 
Were John's own, and he could give them, 
Without wrong, to whom he thought fit. 


Ithappened, F was going to fay unluck-}! 


Wy, but T fhould rather fay moft luckily, 
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for Trim, for he was the only gainer by 
it, thata quarrel, about fome fix or eight 
weeks after this, broke out betwixt the 
late parton of the parith and Foz the clerk. 
Somebody (and it was thought to be no- 
body but Trim) had put it into the par- 
fon’s head, * that ‘fohn’s detk ia the 
church was at the leait four inches higher 
than it fhould be—that the thing gave 
offence, and was indecorous, inafmuch 
as it approached too near upon a leve} 
with the parfon’s detk itfelf.""—T his hard- 
fhip the parfon complained of loudiy, and 
told Yobn, one day after prayers, “* he 
could bear it no longer—and would have 
it altered, and brought down as it thould 
be.” Yohn made no other reply, but 
*¢ that the defk was not of his railing--- 
that “twas not one hair breadth higher 
than he found it--and that as he found it, 
fo he would leave it.---In fhort, he would 
neither make an incroachment, neither 
would he fuffer one.”’---The date parfon * 
might have his virtues, but the leading part 
of his character was not /zzility---fo that 
Joba's stitfnets in this point was not like- 
ly toreconcile matters.---Thiswas Trim’s 
harvett, ’ 

After a friendly hint to fob to ftand his 
ground, away hies Trim to make his mag- 
ket at the vicarage.---What pafled there 
I will not fay, intending not to be un- 
charitable; fo fhall content myfelf with 
only guefiing at it from the fudden change 
that appeared in Trim’s dreis for the bet- 
ter---tor he had left his old ragged coat, 
hat, and wig, in the ftable, and was come 
forth ftrutting acrofs the church-yard, 
clad in a good charitable cait‘coat, large 
hat and wig, which the parfon had juit 
‘given him.---* Ho! ko! hollow! Jeb, 
cries Tri, in an inlolent bravo, as loud 
as ever he could bawl---fee here, my lad, 
how fine I am.”’--- “¢ The more thame foi 
you, anfwered ohn ferioutly---De you 
think, Trim, fays he, fuch finery, gained 
by fuch fervices, becomes you, or can wear 
well ?--Fy upon it, Trim! I could not have 
expected this from you, confidering what 








friendfhip you pretended, and how kind 
I have ever been to you---how many fhil- 
lings and fix-pences I have generoutly 
lent you in your diltreffes.---Nay, it was 
but the other day that I promifed you 
thefe black pluth breeches I have on.”-- 
*« Rot your breeches, quoth Trim (for 
Trim’s brain was half turned with his 
new finery)---rot your breeches, fays 
he--I would not take them up were they 
laid at my door--give them, and be d——d 
to you, to whom you like--I would have 
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you to know, I can have a better pair of 
the parfon’s any day in the week.” Yohn 
told him plainly, as his word had once 
pafled him, he had a {pirit above taking 
advantage of his infolence in giving them 


away to another--but; to tell him his 


mind freely, he thought he had got fo 
many favours of that kind, and was fo 
likely to get many more for the fame fer- 
vices, of the parfon, that he had_ better 
give up the breeches, with good nature, 
to fome one who would be more thankful 
for them. 

Here Fohn mentioned Mark Slender * 
(who it feems the day before had afked 
Sfohn for them, not knowing they were 
under promife to Trim)--* Come, Trim, 
fays he,, let poor Mark have them-- you 
know he has not a pair to his a---befides, 
you fee heis jult of my fize, and they will 
fttoa'I; whereas if I give em to you, 
ook ye, they are not worth much--and 
beiides, you ceuld not get your backlide 
auto them, if you lad them, without tear- 
ng them all to pieces.” --Every tittle of 
this was moft undoubtedly true; for Trim, 

ou muft know, by foul feeding, and play- 
rg the good-fellow at the parfon’s, was 
grown fomewhat grofs about the lower 
parts, if not higher; fo that, as all Fobn 
faid upon the occation was fakt, Trim, 
with niuch ado, and after a hundred hums 
and bahs, at laft, out of mere compatlion 
to Mark, figus, feals, and delivers up ALL 
RIGHT, INTEREST, AND PRETEN- 
SIONS WHATSOEVER,IN AND TOTHE 
SAID BREECHES, THEREBY BINDING 
HIS HEIRS, EXECUTORS, ADMINI- 
STRATORS ANDASSIGNS, NEVER MORE 
TO CALL THE SAID CLAIM IN QUES- 
‘TION.,---All this renunciation was fet 
forth, in an ample manner, to be in 
pure pity to Mark's nakednefs---but the 
fecret was, Tri had an eye to, and firm- 
ly expected, in his own mind, the great 
green pulpit-cloth and old velvet-cufhion, 
which were that very year to be taken 
down--which, by the by, could he have 
wheedled John a second time, as he had 
hoped, would have made up the lofs of 
the breeches feven told. 

Now, you muit know, this pulpit 
cloth and cufhion were not in Fohx's git, 
but in the church-wardens, &c. How- 
ever, as 1 faid above, that Foha was a 
leading man in the parifh, Tri knew he 
could helphim to ’em, if he would---But 
Sobn had got a furfeit of him---fo when 
the pulpit-cloth, Xe. were taken down, 


they were immediately given (Foon hav- 
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ing a great fway in it) to William Dwe*; 
who under ftood very well what ufe. to 
make of them. : 

As for the old breeches, poor Mark 
lived to wear them but a fhort time, and 
they got into the poffeffion of Lorry Slimt, 
an unlucky wight, by whom they are till 
worn---in uth, as you will guefs, they 
are very thin by this time. 

But Lorry has a light heart, and what 
recommends them to him is this, that, 
as thin as they are, he knows that Trim, 
Jet him fay what he wilt to the contrary, 
{till envies the poffejor of them, and, with 
all his pride, would he very glad to wear 
them after him. ' 

Upon this footing have thefe affairs flept 
quietly for near ten years---and would 
have flept for ever, but for the unlucky 
kicking-bout, which, as I faid, has rip- 
ped this f{quabble up afreh ; fo that it was 
no longer ago than laft week, that Trim 
met and infulted Fob» in the public town. 
way before a hundred people---taxed him 
with the promife of the old cait pair of 
black breeches, notwithitanding Trim’s 
folemn renunciation---twitted him with 
the pulpit-cloth and velvet cuthion---as 
good as told him he was ignorant of the 
common duues of his clerkfhip; adding, 
very infolently, that he knew not fo much 
as to give out a common pfalm in tune. 

Fobx contented himfelf by giving a 
plain an{wer to every article that Trim had 
laid to his charge, and appealed to his 
neighbours who remembered the whole 
affair—and, as he knew there was never 
any thing to be got by wreftling with a 
chimney-fweeper, he was going to take 
his leave of Trim for ever. But hold— 
the mob by this time had got round them, 
and their High Mightineiies infitted upon 
having Trim tried upon the fpot.— 

Trim was accordingly tried, and, after 
a full hearing, was convicted a fecond 
time, and handled more roughly by one 
or more of them than even at the par- 
fon’s.- 

Trim, fays one, are you not afhamed of 
yourfelf to make all this rout and dilturb- 
ance in the town, and fet neighbours to- 
gether by the ears, about an oli-—worn 
out—pair of caft breeches not worth half 
a crown ? Is there a cait coat, or a placein 
the whole town, that will bring you ina 
fhilling, but what you have tnapped up 
like a, greedy hound as you are ?—= 

In the firft place, are you notfexton and 
dog-whipper, worth taree poandsa year? 
Then you begged the church-wardens'to

Aye, fays the 
lacklefs wight above-mentioned (who was 
tunding clofe by him with the plufh bree- 
ches on) you are not only mole-catcher, 
Trim, but you catch STRAY CONIES too 
in the dark, and you pretend a | cence for 
it, which, [trow, will be looked into at 
thenext quarter feffions.” 1 maintain it, I 
have alicence, fays Trim, bluhhing as red 
as fcarlet. —I have a licence, and, as I 
firma warren in the next parith, I will 
catch conies every hour of the night. You 
catch conies! fays a toothlefs old woman 
jut palling by. 

This fet the mob a-laughing, and fent 
every man home in perfett good humour, 
except Trim, who waddled very flowly off 
with that kind of inflexible gravity only 
to be equalled by one animal in thecrea- 
tion and {urpafled by none.

I] HAVE broke open my letter to in- 

form you, that I miffed the opportunity 
of fending it by the meffenger, who I ex- 
petted would have calléd upon me in his 
return through this village to York ; fo 
it has lain a week or ten days by me—I 
im not forry for the difappointment, be- 
cule fomething has fince happened, in 
continuation of this affair, which I am 
thereby enabled to tran{init to youall un- 
der oue trouble.

M the lat fray worfe than a dog, not by 
Miscrtt. Vor. Uk 
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Fohn the parith clerk, for. I thould not, 
quoth Trim, have valued him a ruth fingle- 
hands---but all the town fided with him, 
and twelve men in buckram fet upon me, 
all at once, and kept me in play at {word's 
point for three hours together. 

Befides, quoth Trim, there were two 
mifbegotten knaves in Kendal-green, who 
lay all the while in ambuth in Joln’s own 
houte, and they all fixteen came upon my 
back, and let drive at me all together---A.

“« There are perhaps’ infinite properties 
even in the leaft grain of fand, which 
we never can comprehend.” Yet fince 
it is neceffary there fhould be fome at- 
tainable ftandard, I would define it thus : 
He who can gain a clear and diftin® 
knowledge of the properties of things, 
as far as they bear any relation to, and 
have connection with us, may be faid 
to ‘poffefs true knowledge, which, acé 
coiting to this ftandard, will, by the ope 
rations of the mind, produce true fenti 
ment. : 

From all which it appears, that fen- 
timent is nothing more’ or lefs than the

The confequence of this anfwer was,

At the time’expetted, Ott2- 
Vins advanced with his friend’ Leobellus, 
who at ‘the appéatance of Paulina, by a 
fignal given, retreatéd’ to give the lovers 
an opportunity’ to converfe, “But. iniime- 
diately the fervanit’fell tipon ' Leobéltts, 
‘while Gelafins and’ Megafius took the 
‘tak of difpatching’Osaviuss' eo 

Leobellus foon difabled the fervant 

an 
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ing with {peed to the affittance of 
mt found ‘him with his back toa 
wall, maintaining a very une ual fight ; 
and at the firft thruft he laid Gelafius 
dead; and then turning upon Megafius, 
wounded him, and made him fly; he 
him(elf having received no hurt, but Oc- 
tavins was defperately wounded. 

This affair was reprefented by Mega- 
fus to the friends of Gelafius, to be a 
treachery contrived by the two friends, 
who had affaulted them in the dark ; 
which being depofed before the Magi- 
firates, Oavius was taken, but Leobel- 
las made his efcape, concealing himielf, 
with hopes to find an opportunity to prove 
his own and his friend’s innocence. 
However, OStavius was tried, and upon 
the fole evidence of Megafius, was fen- 
tenced to lofe his head; and he was al- 
ready brought upon the {caffold to be ex- 
ecuted, when Leobellus, rufhing through 
the crowd, called to the executioner to 
top his hand, for that he himfelf was the 
only perfon guilty. And mounting the 
fcaffold, declared the truth of the matter 
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to the magiitrates, cleared his friend, and 
offered his own life to fatisfy the law. 
The whole multitude cried pardon, and 
the magiftrates carried back the two 
friends to the hall, to re-hear the caufe. 

When, in the prefence of the Palatinate 
of Wilna, the two friends generoufly con- 
tefting which fhould die to fave the 
other, he patiently heard every cireum- 
ftance of this dark affair; and having 
heard, with pleafure and furprife, Leo- 
bellus plead for his friend's difcharge, 
faid, “* So far am I from judging you 
guilty, or condemning you to death, 
that I cannot but look wpon what you 
have done, to be a glorious aétion. I 
therefore acquit you both, and adjudge 
Megafius to lofe his head for his treachery 
and perjury; and requeft, as a favour, to 
be admitted a third into your friend- 
fhip.” 

He alfo procured O&avius the happi- 
nefs of his Paulina; married Leobelliis 
to a relation of his own, and recom- 
mended them both to advantageous pofts 
in the court of Poland.

hunger and thirft” in the ancient Britons. ' |] 


Thave therefore fent you the following 
account, which js an extract from Rati 
Hit, Plant. as tranflated by Brown in 
his Di&t. of Arts and Sciences, as appear- 
ing (to me at leaft) a more fatisfa&tory 
anfwer, 

_ Orobus is the name of a plant, cailec. 
i Englith wood  peafe. It groweth in 
woody and buthy places, flowereth in 
April, and the feed is ripe in May. The 
tubera of the root tafte mueh like liquo- 
ney and the Scottith Highlanders make 
ueof them in the fame diforders of the 
thorax, for which the liquorice is proper. 
They call the plant hafemyle, and ule thofe 
tubera, tempered in water, to enable 
them to fupport. hunger and thirft the 
longers for by: their. {weet and vifcid 
fubttance they correét. and mitigate, and 








even fix and reftrain the acid and aeri- 
monious humour in the ftomach, and 

that means are a remedy againit hunger 
and thirft. If this plant therefore be not 
the fame with what Theophraftus calleth 
foythica, which is quae thought by 
the learned to be liquori¢e, it is certainly 
very much like it, being leguminous, 
filiquous, and of the fame qualities. And 
it feemeth very probable, that the tubera 
of this plant were the food with which 
the ancient Britons fuftained themfelves 
for fome days when they were preffed by 
the enemy, as itis related by Dion in the 
life of the emperor Severus. For this 
plant, faith Dr. Sibbald, in his introduc. 
tion to the Natural Hiftory of Scotland, 


hath the virtues of liquorice; and it’s tu-~ 


bera, by our Highlanders, who to this 
very day retain the manner and way of 


living of the ancient Scots, are ill ap~ 


plied to the fame ufes ; But as for lique- 
rice, I know not that it groweth any 
where in the whole ifland without cul- 
tivayon,

R. Ward, who was a gentleman 

of the North-Riding of Yorkthire, 
though brought up at our public fchools, 
yet never was intended for the praétice of 
hyfic; nature and neceflity had obliged 
fe to be acquainted with the art. In 
the year 1745 he was a member of the 
Brinhh parliament, but his political te- 
nets leading ftrongly to the part of the 
unfortunate Charles Stewart, he was ex- 
pelled the Houfe of Commons, and _be- 
came avoluntary exile to France ; where 
he was reduced to the moft sear g dif- 
uefles. It was in Paris he ftudied chy- 
miftry and phyfic; and it hath been af- 
ferted with plaufible truth, that he ob- 
fined his moft eminent noftrums from 
fome of the learned of the feét of Jefus— 
which I won't contend. I have heard 
him fay, his poverty was once fo nip- 
ping, that he knew not what courfe to 
purfue, nor what conduét to refolve on. 
Thus meditating on the Pont-Neuf—he 
found a half-crown piece, and from that 
moment his horizon began to clear, the 
thunder. ftorm of adverlity now broke 
away the clouds, and the funthine of 
profperity dawned upon him. His fame 
in Paris grew daily greater, and foon 
reached London :—the faction of Scots 
itbels was (quathed, jacobitifm was worn 
out at the elbows, and George the 
Second, as a foldier and a gentleman, 
tngrofled the attention of his fubjeéts ; 
and as his fame encreafed, the ill fortunes 
of Charles Stewart fwelled. Mr. Ward 
now took the advantage of the time, and 
amived in London, wherein the renown 
of his médi¢ines fo fpread his reputation, 
that the King allowed him “apartments 
near Whitehall palace ; and when he was 
in great agonies one day with a pain in 
his hand, he fent for Ward, unknown 
to his phyficians, who relieved the pain 
by an external application, for which his 
Majetty bid him. atk any. favour; the 
Dottor be ged the freedom of driving his 
camage through the park, but this the 
King peremptorily refufed him. He lived 
toa great age, and died ‘refigned to his 
fate, leaving a great fortune behind him, 
and the principal patt of ‘it to General 
Ganfell his nephew." Féw men ever lived 
to do that univerfal good ‘to the commiy- 
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Though the phyficians endeavoured to 
depreciate his medicines, yet they univer- 
fally confeffed, with amazement, their 
powers and fuccefs. I have more than. 
once felt the great efficacy of them; and, 
when we confider that Mr. Ward was the 
firft chymift in Europe, we may from 
thence conclude he could not be ignorant 
of phyfick; and though the terms cure 
and &z/l were wantonly thrown out upon 
him, yet no man ever got fo large a for- 
tune by the fale of medicines: no indi- 
vidual ever beftowed fo much in charity, 
or fhewed greater tafte in the colleéting of 
rarities of different clafles : he was of this 
or any other country the A&{culapius, and 
his univerfal charity made his very name 
proverbial, 

The rich never loft a hand that could,

PETER the Great. 

Perer the Great had a violent affec- 
tion for an officer's daughter, named 
Munce, and ufed more affiduous means 
to gain her than Monarchs are generally 
forced to; at laft the yielded, and became 
his public miftrefs, and for many years 
he loved her with a fondnels rarely found. 
One fatal day he went to fee a caftle he 
had built in the fea, attended by his own 
and the foreign Minifters. At their re- 
turn, the Polifh Minifter, by fome aceci- 
dent, fell over the draw-bridge, and was 
drowned, notwith{tanding all endeavours 
to fave him. The Emperor ordered all 
the papers in his pocket to be taken out, 
and fealed up, before all the company. 
On fearching his pockets, a,picture drop- 
ed, which the Emperor took up, and, 


judge his furprife, when he found it was «

with falfhood, I find I cannot hate you, 
though I do myfelf for the meannefs of 
fpirit Lam guilty cf; but it would be 
quite deipicable in me to continue to live 
with you; thercfore be gone while I can 
keep my paflion within the bounds of hu- 
manity. You fhall never want, but I 
will never fee you more.” He kept his 
word, and toon after married her to one 
who had an employment at a diftance, 
and was always kind to them in point of 
foi tune. 

Very different behaviour was fhewn by 
the Czar to his wife Eudoxia, of the no- 
ble family of Lapuchin. He married her 
when he was very young, and by her had 
one fon, who was afterwards put to death, 
but left a fon and daughter behind him. 
After fome years marriage he grew weary 
of her, and pretended jealoufy. She was 
on this fuspicton confined, and all her 
' neareft relations, and fome of the gentle- 
men of her court, taken up, and, accord- 
ing to the cultom adopted in Ruffia, exa- 
mined by torture ; but none of them ac- 
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i yf culed her, though thev had offers of par

He {pit in 
the Czar’s face, and told him, he fhould 
difdain to {peak to him, but he thought 
himfelf obliged to clear his miftrefs, who 
was as virtuous a woman as any in the 
world ; and, faid he, the only weaknofs

cruch treatment of her, it is fancying I 
could ever be brought to accufe an inno- 


cent perion to fave myiilf; for, could my

and lived in eafe and tranquillity, 


MOLIERE. 

MoutereE had a country houfe a few 
miles from Paris, to which he often re 
tired, from the fatigues of bufinefs—hi 
intinate friends frequently vifited him 
there, and were entertained with polite- 
nefs and hofpitality. His health was de- 
clining, and his conftant cuftom was to 
do the honours of his table at fupper, 
drink a few glaffes, and then retire to his 
repofe. 


His companions one evening, after | 


Moliere had taken his leave of them, 
made fo free a ufe of the bottle, that 
their underitandings were the worfe for 
it. Men in liquor are always very wife, 
and turn great philofophers over their 
cups; in fhort, they reafoned fo conclu- 
fively upon the many ills and inconveni- 
ences of life, which by far preponderated, 
as they thought, all the good they enjoyed, 
that they determined unanimoully, a 
once, to get rid of the intolerable burden 
of exiftence, and drown themielves.— 
Young Baron, who had kept himtelf fo- 
ber, ran to tell this frange bufinefs to his 
mafer, Moliere; the good man was 
alarmed, he put on his clothes, and ran 
to his intoxicated friends !—So, fays he, 
(addreffing him(felf firft to Chapelle, and 
then to the whole company) ‘ I find you 
are going to do an action that will im- 
mortalize your names for ever; but 
pray what have I done that I may not 
fhare this great honour with you ? Comey 
drink about, and let us think of putting 
this noble execution in praétice; but 
why muft we do it in the night-time, when 
nobody will fee us? Why not die in the 
glorious light of the fun? If it is fit, as 1 
think no other, that we fhould all jump 
into the water, it will be ju(t as proper 
to-morrow as it is now—-Go all to your 
beds, and believe me, I will be ready to 
die with you in the morning,”

The inhabitants feem very religious, fhew- 
ing many outward and vifible figns of an in- 
ward and fpiritual grace: but though they 
wear in their faces the innocence of doves, 
you will find them in their dealings as fubtle 
as ferpents; intereft is their faith, money 
their God, and large poffeffions the only hea- 
yen they covet. 

Their induftry, like their honefty deferves 
obfervation; for it is common amongft them 
to gotwo miles to catch a horfe, and run 
three hours. after him, toride half a mile to 
work, or a quarter of a mile to an alehoufe, 

One labourer in England will do more work 
inaday, than a New-England planter ina 
week; for to every hour he {pends in his 
grounds, he will be two at an ordinary, They 
will eat like ploughmen, though they work 
as lazily as gentlemen; it being no rarity to 
fee them eat till they fweat, and work till they 
freeze. 

They fmoke in bed, fmoke as they knead 
their bread, f{moke while they cook their vic- 
tuals, fmoke at prayers, work, and exonera- 
tion, Their mouths ftink as bad as the bow] 
of a failor’s pipe which he hath funked in, 
without burning, a whole voyage to the Eaft- 
Indies, 

Rum, alias kill-devil, is much adored by 
the American Englifh: it is held the com- 
forter of their fouls, the preferver of their bo- 
dies, the remover of their cares, and the pro- 
moter of their mirth;. and is a fovereign re-

The women ar¢ very fruitful. Children 
and fervants are in plenty, but honeft.men 
and virgins fearceenough, The women have 
done bearing children by the time they are 
five and twenty ; and. fhe that lives unmar- 
ried till that age, may let the young fportf- 
men of the town give her maidenhead a chace 
without fear of a tympany. He that .mar- 
ries a New-England lafs at 16, thould the 
prove fnappifh, he need not fear fhe will bite

Notwithftanding the feeming fanétity of 
thefe people, they are very profane in their 
common dialeéts; they can neither drive a 
bargain or crack a jeft withouta text of ferip- 
ture at the end of it. 

They all pretend to be driven over by per- 
fecution, which their teachers rore out with 
as much bitternefs in their affemblies, as a 
double-refined proteftant can belch out a- 
gainft the whore of Babylon; yet they ufed 
the Quakers with fuch feverity, by whipping, 
hanging, and other punifhments, that they 
drove them for refuge to the mercies of the 
ocean, in veffels, without provifions; til! 
providence fteered them to Rhode Ifland (fo 
called from their accidental difcovery) which 
they found full of fruits and flowers, where 
they happily planted themfelves ; there they 
have lived, and flourifh like a green tree, un- 
der the nofes of their perfecutors, whofe {pi- 
rits they feem to have adopted, and are be- 
come as faucy as their drivers, 

Many of the leading puritans may withou* 
injuftice be thus charaéterized. ‘They are 
faints without religion, traders without ho-

ties of the people, 

Refolved, that the following inftruétions 
be given to our reprefentatives in parliament : 

Gentlemen, 

You are inftruéted by the Livery in Com- 
mon-hall affembled, to move immediately 
on the next meeting of Parliament, for an 
humble addrefs from the Houfe of Commons 
to his Majefty, requefting to know who were 
the advifers of thofe fatal meafures, which 
have planted popery and arbitrary power in 
America, and have plunged us into a moft 
unnatural civil war, to the fubverfion of the 
fundamental principles of Englith liberty, 
the ruin of our moft valuable commerce, and 

the defiru@ion of his Majefty’s fubje4s. 
To know who were the advifers of a mea- 
fure fo dangerous to his Majefty’s happinefs, 
and the rights of his people, as refufing to 
hear the petitions and complaints of his fub- 
jects. You are further infiru€ted, Gentle- 
men, to move for an impeachment of the 

uthors and advifers of thofe meafures, that 
bringing them to public juftice, evil coun- 
lors may be removed from befor 
King, his throne may be efta lifhed, the 

rights of his people be vindicated, and the 
whole empire reftored to the enjoyment of 
peace, liberty, and fafety. RIX, 

The following is the Remonftrance agreed 
to by the Common-hall the 24th of June, 
and intended to have been delivered to his 
Majefty on the Throne. 

To the KING’s Moft Excellent Majefty, 

“* Moft gracious Sovereien, 

** WE your Majefty’s moft faithful fub- 
jets, the Lord-Mayor, Aldermen, and Livery 
of the city of London, in Common-hall affem- 
bled, are compelled again to difturb your 
Majefty’s repofe with our complaints, 

** We have already expreffed to your Ma- 
jefty our abhorrence of the tyrannical mea- 
fures purfued againft our fellow fubjeéts in 
America, as well as of the men who fecretly 
advife, and of the minifters who execute 
thofe meafures, 

‘* We defire to repeat again, that the 
power contended for over the colonies, un- 
der the fpecious name of dignity, is, to.all 
intents and purpofes, defpotifm ; that the ex- 
ercife of defpotic power, in any part of the 
empire, is inconfiftent with the character and 
fafety of this country, 

“© As we would not fuffer any man, or 
body of men, to eftablifh arbitrary power 
over us, we cannot acquiefce in any attempt 
to force it upon any part of our fellow fub- 
jeats; we are perfuaded that by the facred, 
unalterable rights of human nature, as well 
as by every principle of the conftitution, the 
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Americans ought to enjoy peace, liberty, and 
fafety; that whatever power invades thefe 
rights ouglit,to, be refifted ; we hold fuch re. 
fiftance, in vindication of their conitituti- 
onal rights, to be their indifpenfible duty to 
God, from whom thofe rights are derived to 
themfelves, who cannot be fafe and happy 
without them ; to their pofterity, who have 
a right to claim this inheritance at their 
hands unviolated and unimpaired, 

“© We have already remonftrated_ to your 
Maijefty, that thefe meafures were big with 
all the confequences which could alarm a 
free and commercial people ; a deep, and, 
perliaps, fatal wound to commerce ;, the ruin 
of manufactures; the diminution of the 
revenue, and confequent increafe of taxes ; 
the alienation of the colonies, and the blood 
of your Majefty’s fubjects. 

‘* Unhappily, Sire, the worft of thefe ap- 
prehenfions is now realized in all its horror: 
We have ieen, with equal dread and concern, 
a civil war commenced in America by your 
Majefty’s commander in chief; will your 
Majeity be pieafed to confider what muit be 
the fituation of your people here, who have 
nothing now to expeé& from America but 
Gazettes of blood, and mutual lifts of their 
flaughtered fellow fubje&s, 

‘** Every moment's profecution of this fa- 
tal war, may loofen irreparably the bond 
of that conneétion on which the glory and 
fafety of the Britifh empire depends, 

* If any thing could add to the alarm of 
thefe events, it is your Majefty’s having de- 
clared your confidence in the wifdom of 
men, a majority of whom, are notorioufly 
bribed, to betray their conftituents and their 
country. Itis the misfortune of your Ma- 
jefty, it is the misfortune and grief of your 
people, to have a grand council and.a re- 
prefentative, under an undue and dangerous 
influence; which tho’ procured by your Mi- 
nifter, is dangerous to your Majelty, by de- 
ceiving you; and to your people by betray- 
ing them. 

‘* In fuch a fituation your petitioners are 
bound to declare to your Majefty, that they 
cannot and will not fit unconcerned; that 
they willexert themfelves, at every hazard, to 
bring thofe who have advifed thefe ruinous 
meafures to the juftice of this country, and 
the much-injured colonies, 

“© We have already fignified our perfuafion, 
that thefe evils originate in the fecret advices 
of thofe, who are equally enemies to -your 
Majefty’s title, and to the rights of your 
people. Your petitioners are now compel- 
led to fay, that your throne is furrounded by 
men, avowedly inimical to thofe principles 
on which your Majefty poffeffes the crown, 
and the people their liberties: at a time of 
fuch difficulty and danger, public confidence 
is effential to your Majefty’s repofe, and to 
the prefervation of your people: fuch confi. 
dence cannot be obtained by minitters who 
want wifdom, and hold principles me 
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tible with freedom; nor can any hope of 
relief be expected from a parliament, cho- 
fen under a national delufion, infidioufly 
railed, by mifreprefentations touclung tle 
true ‘tate of America, and arttully embraced 
by a precipitate ditlolution, — 

“ Your petitioners, therefore, again pray 
and befeech your Majefty to difmifs your 
prefent minifters and advifers from your per- 
fon and counfels for ever; to difiolve a par- 
liament, who, by various acts of cruelty and 
injuitice, have manifefted a {pirit of perfecu- 
tion againft our brethren in America, and 
given their fan€tion to popery and arbitrary 
power; to put your future confidence in 
Minitters, whofe known and unfhaken at- 
tachment to the conftitution, joined to their 
wifdom and integrity, may enable your Ma- 
jetty to fettle this alarming difpute upon the 
fure, honourable, and lafting foundations of 
General Liberty,” RIX,

A Court of Common-Council was this 
day held at*Guildhall, to take into confider 
ation the letter from the Committee of New- 
York, inferted in p. 310, when Mr, Alder- 
man Harley defired, before any refolves. were 
entered into, that an Aét, made by the appro- 
ved triends of liberty, who are now ou of 
place, and confequently at the head of oppo- 
fition, be firft read. The act of 6 Geo, IIT, 
(during the adminiftration of Lord Rocking- 
ham) was read, which recognizes and ex- 
prely confirms the authority of parliament 
over all the colonies. 

The Alderman faid, he brought forward 
this a& to fhew what was the opinion of the 
men who now fo itrenuoufly oppofe govern- 
ment and parliamentary authority, and that 
only Mr. Beckford was againit that a@, He 
entered into a detail of the feveral ways and 
methods that oppofition had ufed to inflame 
the Americans; faid, that the bafeft falfe- 
hoods had been circulated to anfwer infidi- 
ous purpofes; that the Americans had been 
told, that the people of England would join 
them, and that they would be fupported, &c, 
and he prayed the court that, together with 
their zeal for America, they would confider 
the dittreffes of poor Old England. 

The Court accordingly adjourned till Fri- 
day the 7th, when they reaffumed the confi- 
deration of the above letter. After fome 
debate, one of the court ftated the queftion, 
“Whether the Americans were or were not 
in an actual ftate of rebellion ?”? This ar- 
gument Mr, Merry ftrongly fupported in the 
atirmative, and it was as ftrongly difputed 
onthe other hand by Mr. Sharp, who was 
Very warm on the fide of the Americans, In 
the courfe of this part of the debate, Mr. 
Merry frequently called on the Recorder for 

's opinion, as to the law conftruétion of the 
prefent ftate of the American oppofition to 
government, The Recorder could not re- 
fufe fpeaking, when plainly called upon; 
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“Lee, the two Sheriffs, and about fixty Com- 
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but gave fuch an opinion as left the court as 

unintormed as they were before the queftion 

was put. At length a motion was framed bo 
by Mr, Hunt, and feconded by Mr. Selby, 
for an addiefs to his Majeity, praying him to N 
fufpend hoftilities againft the Americans, i j i 
&c, The queftion being put, the Lord- ba” 
Mayor declared his opinion, that the quefti- 
on was carried in the affirmative; a divifion 

was then moved, when there appeared for .!

and two Tellers, in all 74; againftir, fix ' 
Aldermen, 51 Commons, and two Tellers, 

in all 59, fo that it was carried by a majo- '

in general had no objection to framing and 

prefenting an humble addrefs, but the Alder- 
men and Commoners in the Minority did not 
chufe to adopt any line of conduét which 
wore the face of di@ating to the throne;

that this made a very great noife in Mon- 
treal, where all was running into diforder

Bofton harbour, 

From Chelfea to Hogg Ifland, at low wa- 
ter, itis but about knee deep, and from that 
to Noddle’s Ifland about the fame ; the ftock 
on the former belonged to Mr, Oliver Wen- 
dell of Bofton, and Mr. Jonathan Jackfon 
of Newbury-port; the ftock on Noddle’s 
Ifand was owned by Mr. Williams of Bofton, 
who hires the ifland. 

Abeut 11 o'clock A. M. between 20 and 
30 men belonging to the proprietors of the 
cattle, were fent from Chelfea to Hogg Ifland, 
and from thence to Noddle s Ifland, to drive 
off the flock which was there, but were in- 
terrupted by aichooner and a floop, (dif- 
patched from the tleet in Bofton harbour) 
and about 40 marines, who had been {fta- 
tioned there to protect the ftock, However, 
they drove off two fine Englith ftallions, two 
colts, and three cows; killed fifteen horfes, 
two colts, and three cows; burnt a large 
barn full of fait, hay, and an old farm houfe. 
Ry this time they were fired on by the fchoo- 
ner and floop, and a large number of ma- 
rines in boats, fent from the feveral thips of 
war: upon which they retreated to a ditch 
on the marfh, and kept themfelves undi{co- 
vered tiJl they had an opportunity to fire on 
the marines, when they thot two dead, and 
wounded two more, one of whom died foun 
after. ‘They then retreated to Hogg Ifland, 
where they were joined by the remainder of 
their party from Cheifea, and drove off all 
the ftock thereon, viz. between 3 and 4co 
fheep and lambs, fome cows, horfes, &c. 

During the driving off the cattle, there

Having cleared Hogg Ifland, the provin- 
cials drew up on Chelfea-Neck, and fent tor 
a reinforcement of 300 men and 2 pieces of

fides, which lafted till eleven at might, at 
which time. the fire from the fchooner ceafed, 
the-fire from-the fhore being fo hot, that her 
people were obliged to quit her, and to take 
to the boats, a great number of which had 
been fent from the fhips to their affirtance, 
and alfo a large reinforcement of marines 
fent to Noddle’s itland with two twelve poun- 
ders,—The fchooner being thus leit, dreve 

afhore ; 
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afhore ; abovt break of day the provincials 
carried fome hay wnder her ftern, fet fire to 
it, and burnt her to afhes ; the floop keeping 
up a fnsall fire upon them.—At this ime 

eavy cannonading began at Noddle’s-ifland 
hill, with the twelve pounders, upon the 
provincials, and General Putnam kept up a 
heavy fire on the floop, difabled her much, 
killed many of her men, fo that fhe was 
to be towed off by the boats, when 
the firing ceafed, except a few fhot which 
were exchanged between the party at Chel- 
fea,;and the marines on Neddle’s Ifland.— 
Thus ended thisiong action without the lofs 
of one provincial, and only four wounded, 
one of whom was wounded by the burfting 
of his own gun, and another only lott his 
little finger. 

The lofs of the enemy amounted to at 
leaft 20 killed and 50 wounded, ‘The pro- 
vincials took out of the fchooner four dou- 
ble fortificd four-pounders, twelve fwivels, 
the chief of her rigging and fails, which the 
marines left behind, with mary cloaths, 
fome money, &c, they having quitted her in 
great hafte.

which is to be defired ardently by every good 
friend to this, as well as the mother coun- 
try; I affure you in the warmth of my heart, 
that I will return, with the greateft joy, and 
fhall confider it as the moft fortunate event 
of my life, if you give me an opportunity to 
be an inftrument of promoting your happi- 
nefs, and a mediator between you and the 
fupreme authority, to obtain for you every 
explanation of your doubts, and the fulleft 
conviétion of the fincerity of their defire to

A PROCLAMATION. 

WHEREAS the infatuated multitudes, 
who have long fuffered themfelves to be 
conducted by certain well-known incendi- 
aries and traitors, in a fatal progreffion of 
crimes, againft the conftitutional authority 
of the State, have at length proceeded to 
avowed rebellion, and the good effeéts which 
were expected to arife from the patience and 
lenity of the King’s government, have been 
often fruftrated, and are now rendered hope- 
lefs, by the influence of the fame evil coun- 
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fels; it only remains for thofe who are en. 
trafted with fupreme rule, as well for the 
punifiment of the guilty, as the protedtion 
of the well affected, to prove they do not be ; 
the fword in vain, F 
The infringements which have been copy. 
mitted upon the moft facred rights of the 
crown and people of Great-Britain, are too 
many to enumerate on one fide, and are alt 
too atrocious to be palliated on the other 
All unprejudiced pedple who have been wit. 
neffes of the late tranfaions, in this and 
the neighbouring provinces, will find upon 
atranfient review, marks of premeditation 
and confpiracy that would juftify the fulnefs 
of chaftifement: And even thofe who are 
leait acquainted with fas, cannot fail to re. 
ceive a juft impreffion of their enormity, in 
proportion as they difcover the arts and affi. 
duity by which they have been falfified or con- 
cealed, The Authors of the prefent unna- 
tural revolt never daring to truft their can 
or their ations, to the judgement of an im. 
partial public, or even to the difpaffionate re. 
flection of their followers, have uniformly 
placed their chief confidence in the fuppref. 
fion of truth: And while indefatigable and 
fhamelefs pains have been taken to obftru@ 
every appeal to the real intereft of the peo- 
ple of America; the groffeft forgeries, calum- 
nies and abfurditics that ever infulted human 
underftanding, have been impofed upon their 
credulity. The Prefs, that diftinguifhed ap- 
pendage of public liberty, and when fairly 
and impartially employed, it’s beft fupport, 
has been invariably proftituted to the mott 
contrary purpofes: The animated language 
of Ancient and virtuous times, calculated to

blood; to offer, and I do hereby in his Ma- 
jely’s name offer and promife, his mott gra- 
cious pardon to all perfons who fhail forth- 
with lay down their arms and return to the 
duties of peaceable fubjects, excepting only 
from the benefit of fuch pardon, Samuel 
Adams, and John Hancock, whofe offences are 
of too flagitious a nature to admit of any o- 
ther confideration than that of condign pu- 
nifhment, 

And to the end that no perfon within the 
limits of this proffered mercy, may plead ig- 
norance of the confequence of refufing it, I 
by thefe prefents proclaim not only the per- 
fons above-named and excepted, but alfo all 
their adherents, affociates, and abettors, 
meaning to comprehend in thofe terms, all 
and every perfon and perfons of what clafs, 
denomination, or defcription foever, who 
have appeared in arms againit the King’s 
government, and fhall not lay down the fame 
as afore-mentioned; and likewife all fuch 
a fhali fo take arms after the date hereof, 
or who fhall in any wife protect or conceal 
fuch offenders, or affift them with money, 
provifion, cattle, arms, ammunition, carria- 
ges, or any other neceffary for fubfiftence or 
offence; or fhall hold fecret correfpondence 
with them by letter, meffage, fignal, or other- 
wife, to be rebels and traitors, and as fuch to 
be treated, 

And whereas, during the continuance of the 
prefent unnatural rebellion, juftice cannot be 
adminiftered by the common law of the land, 
the courfe whereof has, for a long time patt, 
been violently impeded, and wholly inter- 
tupted; from whence refults a neceffity for 
ufing and exercifing the Law Martial ; I have 
therefore thought fit, by the authority invef- 
tedin me, by the royal charter to this Pro- 
vince, to publifh, and I do hereby publifh, 
proclaim and order the ufe and exercife of 
the law martial, within and throughout this 
province, for fo long time as the prefent un- 

appy occafion fhall neceffarily require; 


Whereof all perfons are hereby required to | 


take notice, and govern themfelves, as well 
to maintain order and regularity among the 
peaceable inhabitants of the province, as to 
refitt, encounter and fubdue the rebels and

Article r, Allofficers and foldiers, not ha- 
ving juit impediment, fhall diligently fre. 
quent divine fervice and fermon in the places 
appointed for the affembling of the regiment, 
troop, or company, to which they belong; 
and fuch as wilfully abfent themfeives, or 
being prefent, behave indecently, or irreve- 
rently, fhall, if commiffioned officers, be 
brought before a regimental court martial, 
there to be publicly and feverely reprin.and- 
ed by the prefident; if non-commiflioned 
officers or foldiers, every perfon fo offending 
fhall for his firft offence forfeit one fhilling, 
to be deduted out of his wages ; for the fe- 
cond offence he fhall not only forfeit one fhil- 
ling, but be confined, not exceeding 24 
hours ; and for every like offence fhall fuffer 
and pay in like manner, which money, fo 
forfeited, fhall be applied to the ufe of the 
fick foldiers of the troop or company to 
which the offenders belong. 

Art 2, Whatever non-commiffioned offi- 
cer or foldier fhall ufe any unlawful oath or 
execration, fhall incur the penalties expref- 
fer in the firft article; and if a commiifioned 
ofticer be thus guilty of profane curling or 
fwearing, he fhall forfeit and pay for each 
and every fuch offence the fum of four fhil-

No officer or foldier fhall do vio- 
fence, or offer any infult or abufé to any per- 
fon who fhall bring provifions , or other ne- 
ceffaries, to the camp or quarters, of the 
Maffachufetts army; any officer or foldiers, 
fo offending, fhall, upon complaint being 
made to the commanding officer, fuffer fuch 
punifhment as fhall be ordered by a regimen- 
tal court-martial. 

Art. 24, Whatfoever officer or foldier fhall 
fhamefully abandon any poft committed to 
his charge, or fhall {peak words inducing o-

Art:25, Any perfon belonging to the Maf- 
fachufetts army, who fhall make known the 
watch word, to any perfon who is not inti- 
tled to receive it, according to the rules and 
difcipline of war, or fhall prefume to give a 
patiole or watch word different from what 
he received, fhali fuffer death, or fuch other 
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punifhment as fhall be ordered by the fen. 
tence of a general court-martial, 

Article 26, Whofoever, belonging to the 
Maffachufetts army, fhall relieve the enemy 
with money, victuals, or ammunition; or 
fhall knowingly harbour or proteé any ene. 
my, fhall fuffer fuch punifhment as by ge. 
neral court-martial fhall be ordered, 

Art, 27. Whofoever, belonging to the 
Maffachufetts army, fhall be conviéted of 
holding correfpondence with, or of giving in. 
telligence to the enemy, either direétly or in. 
directly, fhall fuffer fuch punifhment as by a 
general court-martial fhall be ordered, 

Art, 28, All public ftores taken in the ene. 
my’s camp of magazines, whether of artil- 
lery, ammunition, cloathing, or provifions, 
fhall be fecured for the ufe of the Maffachu- 
fetts Colony, ; 

Art, 29. Ifany officer or foldier fhall leave 
his poft or colours in time of an engagement, 
to go in fearch of plunder, he hall, upon be- 
ing convicted thereof before a general court- 
martial, fuffer fuch punifhment as by faid 
court-martial fhall be ordered, 

Art. 30, If any commander of any poft, 
intrenchments or fortrefs, fhall be compelled 
by the officers or foldiers under his com- 
mand, to give it up to the enemy, or to a- 
bandon it, the commiffioned officer, non- 
commiffioned officers or foldiers, who thall 
be convicted of having fo offended, fhall 
fuffer death, or fuch other punifhment as 
may be infli€ted upon them by the fentence 
of a general court-martial, 

Art, 31. All futtlers and retailers to a 
camp, and all perfons whatfoever, ferving 
with the Maffachufetts army, in the field, 
though not inlifted foldiers, are to be fubject 
to the articles, rules, and regulations of the 
Maffachufetts army. 

Art. 32. No general court-martial fhall 
confift of a lefs number than thirteen, none 
of which fhall be under the degree of a com- 
miffioned officer ; and the Prefident fhall be 
a field-officer ; and the prefident of each and 
every court-martial, whether general or regi- 
mental, fhall have power to adminifter an 
oath to every witnefs, in order to the trial of 
offenders. And the members of all courts- 
martial fhall be duly fworn by the Prefident; 
and the next in rank on the court-martial 
fhall adminifter the oath to the Prefident; 
and judgment fhall be given by the majority 
of voices, , 

Art.33. No regimental cou: t-martial fhall 
confift of lefs than five officers, excepting in 
cafes where that number cannot be conveni- 
ently affembled, when three may be fuffi- 
cient ; who are likewife to determine upon 
the fentence by the majority of voices ; which 
fentence is to be confirmed by the command- 
ing officer, not being a member of the court- 
martial, 

Art, 34. To the end that offenders may 
be brought to juftice ; whenever any officer

No officer commanding a guard, 
or Provoft-marfhal, fhall prefume to releafe 
any prifoner committed to his charge, with- 
out proper authority for fo doing ; nor fhall 
he fuffer any prifoner to efcape, on the pe- 
nalty of being punifhed for it, by the fep 
tence of a general court-martial, 

Art, 38. Whatfoever commiffioned officer 
fhall be conviéted before a general court- 
martial, of behaving in a fcandalous, infa- 
mous manner, fuch as is unbecoming the 
charaéter of an officer and a gentleman, fhall 
be difcharged from the fervice, 

Art. 39. All crimes not capital, and all 
diforders and negleét which officers and fol- 
diers may be guilty of, to the prejudice of 
good order and rnilitary difcipline, though 
not mentioned in the articles of war, are to 
be taken cognizance of by a general regi- 
mental court-martial, according to the na- 
ture and degree of the offence, and be pu- 
nifhed at their difcretion, 

Art, 40. No courts-martial fhall order 
any offender to be whipped, or receive more 
than thirty-nine ftripes for any one offence, 

Art. 41, The field officers of each and e- 
very regiment are to appoint fome fuitable 
perfon belonging to fuch regiment to receive 
all fuch fines as may arife within the fame, 
for any breach of any of the foregoing arti- 
tles, and fhall direét the fame to be carefully 
and properly applied to the relief of fuch fick, 
wounded, or neceffitous foldiers, as belong 
tofuch regiment; and fuch perfon fhall ac- 
count with officers for all fines received and 
the application thereof,

_ Alarmed by the defigns of an arbitrary 
miniftry, to extirpate the rights and liberties 
of all America, a fenfe of common danger, 
ton'pired with the diétates of humanity, in 
Wging us to call your attention by our late 
addiefs to this very important objec. 
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Since the conclufion of the late war, we 
have been happy in confidering you as fellow 
fufferers with us, As we were both entitled, 
by the bounty of an indulgent creator, to 
freedom, and being both devoted by the 
cruel edicts of a defpotic adminiftration to 
common ruin, we perceived the tate of the 
Proteftant and Catholic colonies to be 
ftrongly linked together, and therefore invi- 
ted you to join with us in refolving to be 
free, and in rejecting with difdain the ietters 
of flavery, however artfully poliihed. 

We motft fincerely condole with you on the 
arrival of that day, in the courfeof which the 
fun could not fhine on a fingle freeman in 
all your extenfivedominion. Be affured that 
your unmevited degradation has engaged the 
moft unfeigned pity of your fifter colonies : 
And we flatter ourfelves you will not, by 
tamely bearing the yoke, fufier that pity to be 
fupplanted by contempt, 

When hardy attempts are made to deprive 
men of rights beftowed by the Almighty, 
when avenues are cut through the moit fo- 
lemn compacts, for the adiniffion of defpo- 
tifn; when the plighted faith of government 
ceafes to give fecurity to loyal and dutiful 
fubjeéts ; and when the infidious ftratagem 
and manceuvres of peace become more ter- 
rible than the moft fanguine operations of 
war, it is high time for them to affert thofe 
rights, and with honett indignation oppofe the 
torrent of oppreffion rufhing in upon them, 

By the introdu€tion of your prefent form 
of government, or rather form of tyranny, 
you and your wives and your children are 
made flaves, You have nothing, that you 
can call your own; and all the fruits of your 
l-bour and indaltry may be taken from you, 
whenever an avaricious Governor and a ra- 
pacious council may incline to demand them, 
You are liable by their edi&ts, to be tranf- 
ported into foreign countries to fight battles 
in which you have no intereft, and to fpill 
your blood in conflicts, from which neither 
honour or emolument can be derived: Nay, 
the enjoyments of your very religion, ou the 
prefent fyftem, depends on a legiflature, in 
which you have no fhare, and over which 
you have no controul, and your priefts are 
expofed to cxpulfion, banifhment and ruin, 
whenever their wealth and poffefions furnifh 
fufiicient temptation, They cannot be fure 
that a virtuous Prince will always 
throne; and fhould a wicked or a carelefs 
King concur with a wicked Miniftry, in ex- 
tracting the treafure and ftrength of your 
country, it is impoffible to conceive to what 
variety and to what extremes of wretched- 
nefs you may, under the prefent eitablifh- 
ment, be reduced.—We are informed you 
have already been called upon to waite your 
lives in a conteft with us, Should you, by a 
compliance in this inftance, affent to your 
new eftablifhment, and a war break out with 
France, your wealth and your fons may be 
fent to perifh in expeditions againit their 
Iflands in the Weft-Indies,— 
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| It cannot be prefumed, that thefe confide- 








rations will have no weight wich you, or that 

i) h you are fo loft to ail fenfe of honor. - We 
can never believe, that the prefent race of 
Canadians are fo degenerated as to poffefs 
neither the fpirit, the gallantry, or the cou- 
rage of their ance(tors, You certainly will 
not permit the infamy and difgrace of fuch 
pufilianimity to reft on your own heads, and 
the confequences of it on your children for 
ever, 

We, for our parts, are determined to live 
free or not at all, and are refolved that pofte- 
rity fhall never reproach us with having 
brought flaves into the world, 

Permit us again to repeat, that we are 
your ir.ends not your enemies, and be not 
impofd upon by thofé who endeavour to 
create animofities, The taking of the fort 
and military flores at Ticonderoga and 
Crown-Point, and the armed veflels on the 
Lake, was dictated by the'great law of felf- 
prefervation. They were intended to annoy 
us, and to cut off that friendly intercourfe 
and communication, which has hitherto fub- 
fifted between you and us.-—We hope it has 
given you no uneafinets, and you may rely on 
our aijurances, that thefe colonies will pur- 
fue no meatures whatever, but fuch as friend- 
fhip and a regard for our mutual fafety and 
jatcrett may fuggett. 

As our concern for your welfare entitles us 
to your friendfhip, we prefume you will not, 
by doing us injury, reduce us to the difazree- 
ablencceffity of treating you as enemics,— 

We yet entertain ‘hapes of your uniting 
with us in the defence of our common liber- 
ty, and there js yet reafon to believe, that 
fhould we join in imploring the attention 1 
our Sovercign to the unmerited and unpa- 
raliclled opprefiions of his American fub- 
jects, he will at length be undeceived, and 
forbid a licentious Miniftry any longer to 
riot in the ruins of the rights of mankind,

The day before this attempt the Scarbo. 
rougi took two veffels, loaded with corn 
pork, rye, &c. from Lone ‘fland, which 
were for the relief of this piace, as the in. 
habitants are in great want of provitions, 
and notwithftanding the moft prudent appli. 
cation of the principal gentlemen of this 
town, the Captain refufed to releafe them, 

This uncommon exertion of arbitrary 
power immediately alarmed the inhabitants, 
and the Committee of fafety having met, a 
meinorial was by their approbation prefented 
tothe Governor and Council, who took every 
prudent method in their power to pacify the 
people; and to obtain a releafe of the cip. 
tures, His Excellency repaired on board the 
Scarborough, and informed the Captain that 
the provifions were the property of fome of 
the inhabitants who had before contra@ed 
for the fame; but the only anfwer he could 
obtain was, “ that Admiral Graves and the 
General had forwarded orders to take every 
provifion veitel that fhould be met with on 
every ftation, and to fend them forthwith to 
Botion tor the fupply of the army and navy,” 
Capt. Barclay, commander of the Scarbo- 
rough, informed two of the Committee, that 
his orders were fo ftriét, that he mut even take 
all veifels with falt or moiaifes, they being a 
fpecies of provifion; and that thefe orders 
are general thro’ the Continent, 

Philadelphia, Fune 5. The Congrefs have

This appearance of the Rebels ftrength, 
and the Jarge columns feen pouring in to 
their affiftance, occafioned an application 
for the Troops to be reinforced with fome 
companies of Light Infantry. and Grena- 
diers, the 47th Battalion, and the rit Batta- 
lion of Marines; the whole when in con- 
junction, makigg'a body of femething above

, zers, the lines advancing flowly, and fre- 
quently halting to give time for the artillery 
to fire. The light infantry was direéted to 
force the left point of the breaft-work, to 
‘take the rebel-line in flank, and the grena- 
diers te attack in front, fupported by the sth 
and 52d battalion, Thefe orders were exe- 
cuted with perfeverance, under a heavy fire 
from the vaft numbers of the rebels; and 
notwithftanding various impediments before 
the troops could reach the works, and tho’ 
the Jeft under Brigadier-General Pigot was 
engaged alfo with the rebels at Charles- 
Town, which at a critical moment was fet 
on fire, the Brigadier purfued his point, and 
carried the redoubt, 

The rebels were then forced from other 
ftrong holds, and purfued till they were drove

New-York, Pos 26, Laft night arrived 
here an expres from the provincial camp, 
nar Bofton, with the following intercfting 
account of an engagement at Chasles-Town, 
between about 3000 of the regulars, and 
about half the number of provincials, on 
Saturday the 17th inftant. 

On Friday night, June 16th, 1500 of the 
Provincials went.to Bunker’s-hill, im order 
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to intrench there, and continued intrenching 
till Saturday ten o'clock, when 2000 régu- 
lars marched out of Boften, landed ig 
Charles-Town, and plundering it of ait its 
valyable eftects, fet fire to it in tem different 
places at once ;*then dividing their army, one 
part of it marched up in the front of the pro- 
vincials’ intrenchment, and began to attack 
the provincials at long fhot; the other part 
of the army marched round the town of 
Charles-Town, under cover of the fmoak oc- 
cafioned by the fire of the town, The pro- 
vincial centries difcovered the regulars 
marching upon their left wing, Upon no- 
tice of this, given by the centry to the Cone 
necticut forces pofted on that wing, Captain 
Nolton of Afhford, with g00 of the faid 
forces, immediately repaired to, and pulled 
up a poft and rail fence, and carrying the pofts 
and rails to another fence, put them together 
for a breafl-work. Capt. Nolton gave or 
ders to the men, not to fire until the enem 
were got within 15 rods, and then not ti 
the word was given. At the word being 
given the enemy fell furprizingly. It was 
thought by the fpeétators who ftood at a dif. 
tance, that our men did great execution. — 
The ation continued about two hours, when 
the regulars on the right wing were put in 
confufion and gave way. The Conneticut 
troops clofely purfued them, and were on the 
point of pufhing their bayonets; when or- 
ders were received from Gen, Pomeroy, for 
thofe who had been in a¢tion two hours to 
fall back, and their places to be fupplied by 
freth forces. Thefe orders being miftaken 
for a direction to, retreat, our troops on the 
right wing began a general retreat, which 
was handed to the left, the principal place 
of attion, where Captains Nolton, Chefter, 
Clark, and Putnam had forced theenemy to 
give way, and retire before them for fome 
confiderable diftance ; and being warmly pur- 
fuing the enemy, were with difficulty per- 
fuaded to retire: but the right wing, by mif- 
taking their orders, having already retired, 
the left, to avoid being encircled, were ob- 
liged to retreat alfo with the main, body, 
They retreated with precipitation acrofs 
the caufeways to Winter-hill, in which they 
were expofed to the fire of the enemy, from: 
their thipping and floating batteries. We 
fuftained our principal lofs in pafling the 
caufeway. The enemy purfued our troops 
to Winter-hill, where the provincials being 
reinforced by, Gen, Putnam, renewed the 
battle with great fpirit, repulfed the enemy 
with great flaughter, and purfyed them ‘till 
they got under cover of their cannon from 
their thipping—when the enemy retreated to 


| Bunker’s-hill, and the provincials to Win- 
| ter-hill; where after entrenching and er®‘t- 
| ing batteries, they on Monday began to fire 


upof the regulars on Bunker’s-hill, and on 
the thips and fleating-batteries in the har- 
bour, when the exprefs came away. ‘Tle 
number of the proviscials killed, is between 
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qo and 70, and 140 wounded ; of theCon- 
neticut troops, 16 were killed; no officer 
among them was either killed or wounded, 
except Lieut. Grofvenor, who was wounded 
in the hand. - A Colonel or Lieutenant- 
Colonel of the New-Hampihire forces, is 
armong the dead. It. is alfo faid that Dr, 
Warren is undoubtedly among-the fain, The 
provincials lott thfee iron fix-pounders, fome 
entrenching tools and knapfacks, ©The nuim- 
ber of regulars that firft attacked the pro- 
vincials on Bunker’s-hill- was not iefs than 
2000, Thenumber of provincials was only 
2500, who, it is fuppofed, would foon have 
gained a compleat victory, had it not heen 
for the unhappy mi(take already mentioned. 

Saturday evening laft an exprefs arrived 
here from Albany, with advice, that the 
Caghnawaga Indians of Canada, had a@tually 
taken up the hatchet; and it is fuppofed they 
intend to a& againit the colonies, 

The Grace, Capt. Bundy, brings advices, 
that jutt before the failed from New-York the 
ft divifion of troops arrived there, and, after 
faking in water, failed dire&tly for Bofton; 
that Gen, Wathington was arrived at New- 
York, efcorted by 30 horfe, in his way from 
Philadelphia to New-England, in order to 
take the command of the American forces ; 
that.rcoo Conneéticut troops had come to 
New-York im order to affift them, and had 
encamped without the town, but that roo 
had returned fick ; that they-were a mifera- 
ble rabble without fhoes or ftockings, and 
Many without coats; that the New-Yorkers 
were tired of their company, and greatly 
defirous of a reconciliation. with the Mother 
Country, There was no news of any fur- 
ther ation when Capt, Bundy left New-York, 
than that of the 17th of June, 1775. 

Extra& of a letter from Bofton, June 25. 

** The lofs in the action of the 17th, on 
each fide, is fuppofed to be nearly equal ; 
nor can we wonder it fhould be fo; when we 
confider that 1400 men forced a redoubt de- 
fended by 16co, who might have defended it 
againft three times that number, had they 
known how, and had courage to defend it, 
Our officers have fuffered much, no lefsthan 
86 killed and wounded.—Among the killed 
of the rebels is Dr, Warren, their celebrated 
leader and orator, who commanded at the 
redoubt ; in whofe pockets three letters were 
found, which he had received from fome 


{pies at Bofton.—Had this redoubt been ta- 


ken, it was the intention of the rebels to 
have fet fire to Bofton that night, having be- 
gun a battery for the purpofe, which made 
it abfolutely neceffary to diflodge them, We 
had a diftinét view from hence of the engage- 
ment ; it was Mort, but fevere; they were 
feon forced out of their intrenchments,— 
Never did troops engage with greater eager- 
nefs and bravery. The rebels had made a 
Jodgement in Charles-town, from the houfes 
of which they fired very brifkly on our men; 
but ovr hombs fcon fet it in flames, and the 
conflagration was dreadful,” 
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Another letter from an officer on board one 
of his Majefty’s thips at Botton, fays, “ Our 
troops, laft Saturday, landed at Charles. 
town, under the command of Gen, Howe 
but met w.th no oppofition till they ad- 
vanced within two hundred yards of the re. 
bels intrenchments, fituated above Charles. 
town, ona hill, The light infantry and ere. 
nadiers received the firft fire, juft as I was 
landing Major Pitcairn and the marines, ae 
bout 200 yards off the fpot where the en. 
gagement began, fo that I could fee all that 
pafted till the ftorming of their battery, The 
rebels oppofed our troops with firmneis, and 
in lefs than 1g minutes there was the hotteft 
fire that any of our foldiers ever faw, kept up 
by 5000 rehels, and 2000 of our troops; 
they tell very tatton both fides, This hap. 
pened about three o’clock in the afternoon, 
The intrepidity of the British Grenadiers was 
perhaps never more manifeft than.on this oc- 
cafion; all thofe brave fellows, except five, 
were cut off in florming the battery, which 
was in our poffeffion by four, at which time 
Charles-‘Town was in flames, In the in- 
trenchment lay 52 dead rebels, and 57 dead 
foldiers. All the foldiers are charmed with 
General Howe’s gallant behaviour.—There- 
bels retreated to the woods, and hills ; our 
army is encamped about two miles from 
Charles- Town.” 

An account from Capt, Lowry, who had 
the care of interring the Provincials killed in 
the late engagement, mentions the number 
to be buried 340.

** Lieut, Pitcairne, fon of our Major of 
that name, was ftanding by his father when 
that brave officer feil, and expired without 


uttering a word ; he looked very wifhfuilly at- 


the Lieutenant, who kneeled down, and cried 
out, “* My father is killed: I have loft my 
father!’ This flackened the firing: of our 
corps for fome minutes, many of the men 
echoing the words, * We have all loft a fa- 
ther !” , 

** We have juft got an account of General 
Putnam being wounded, and obligid to quit 
the field. 

“© Gen, Howe has given orders for none 
of our people to go beyond the lines, on pain 
of immediate death; fo that you fee we are 
yet under fome apprehenfions, as a defertion 
would be of the greateft confequence, Or- 
ders are alfo given to prevent plundering the 
houfes of the fufferers in Charles-town. 

“ We took a Lieut, Colonel of the rebels, 
and 20 men prifoners ; they were indifferent 
as to quarter; fome of the orderly books 
were found, It appears they had been kept 
in a very military manner, The parole for 
the three preceding days’ had been Richmond 
counterfign Foknfon, Wilkes counterfign Bul, 
Shelburne counterfign Conway,” 

[Charles-town, which is now reduced to 
afhes, was the mother of Bofton, and fituated 


on a peninfula, between the two rivers, _ 
tic 
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tick river and Charles river, and parted from 
Rofton only by the latter, over which is a 
ferry. The town was half as big as Bofton, 
and took up all the fpace between the two 
rivers, It was beautified with a handfome 
large church, a market-place by the river's 
fide, and two long ftreets leading down to it. J 

A very promifing youth, coufin to Gen, 
Gage’s lady, who was an officer under Gen, 
Putnam, was killed in the late battle,

A PROCLAMATION. 

WHEREAS a Rebellion prevails in many 
of his Majefty’s Colonies in America, and 
particularly in fome of the neighbouring 
‘ones; and whereas many of the faid Rebels 

have with an armed force made incurfions 
of late into this Province, and attacking and 
carrying away from thence a party of his 
Majefty’s Troops, together with a parcel of 
ftores and a veffel helonging to his Majefty, 
andare at prefent actually invading this Pro- 
vince with arms in a traitorous and hoftile 
manner, to the great terror of his Majefty’s 
fuje&ts, and in open defiance of his laws 
and government, falfly and malicioufly giving 
out, by themfelves and their.abettors, that 
the motives for fo doing, are to prevent the 
inhabitants of this Province from being taxed 
and oppreffed by government, together with 
divers other falfe and feditious reports, tend- 
ing toinflame the minds of the people and 
alienate them from his Majefty : Tothe end, 
therefore, that fo treafonable an invafion may 
befoon defeated, that all fuch traitors with 
their faid abettors may be fpeedily brought to 
juttice, and the public peace and tranquillity 
of this province again rettored, which the or- 
dinary courfe of the Civil Law is at prefent 
unable to effect, I have thought fit to iffue 
this Proclamation, hereby declaring that, 
until the aforefaid good purpofe can be at- 
tained, I fhall, in virtue of the powers and 
authority to me given by his Majefty, exe- 
cute Martial Law, and caufe the fame to be 
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executed throughout this Province; and ta 
that end I fhall order the Militia within the 
fame to be forthwith raifed; but as a fuffie 
cient number of commiffions to the feveral 
Officers thereof cannot be immediately made 
out, I fhall in the mean time dire&t all thofe 
having any militia commiffions from the Hom

this Province, or either of them. to obey the 
fame, and execute the powers therein men- 
tioned, until they fhall receive orders from 
me to thecontrary; and I do accordingly in 
his Majefty’s name hereby require and come 
mand all his fubje@s in this Province; and 
others whom it may concern, on paitr of 
difobedience, to be aiding and affitting eo 
fuch commiffioned Officers, and others wlio 
are or may be commiffioned by me, in the 
execution of their faid commiffions for hi 
Majefty’s fervice, 

Given under my hand and feal of arms 
Montreal, this oth day of June, 177°5,’in 
the rsth year of the reign of our Sove> 
reign, Lord George the Third, by the 
grace of God, of Great-Britain, France, 
and Ireland, King, Defender of the 
faith, and fo forth.

Gk Hiftory of Manchefter, By the Reverend Mr, 
Whitaker. Vol. 1]. 4to. 11.18. Fohnfon. 


THE hiftories of a town, of a nation, and 
ef man, are, as this writer obferves, fo many 
records of human calamities and regifters of 
human woes. Thefe, however, are generally 
provoked by vices, and arenaturally produc- 
tive of virtues. By the tafk of trials they 
te-invigorate that toné of the mind, which 
had been previoufly weakened by inaétivity ; 
and in forcible appeals to the thoughtfulne(s 
of the foul, they affert thofe powers of reli- 
gion, that were finking before the fenfuali- 
fies of peace. The convulfions of nature 
and the enormities of man, the war of ele- 
ments and the fubverfion of empires, are all 
direfted by the controuling influence of the 
Deity, to the purpofes of fupporting the mo- 
ral interefts of the world, and impreffing the 
heart with the truths of religion —If fuch be 
the auating effects of natural and political 
events, the faithful relation of them, by the 
pen of the hifterian, cannot fail of enlarging 
their {phere of ation by eafily diffufing that 
knowledge, which would otherwife be with 
difficulty accumulated by obfervation, It is 
no little obligation, therefore, which our 
learned author has conferred on the world by 
this publication ; which, though ftiled only 
the hiftory of a fingle town, contains abun- 
dance of curious and intere(ting particulars 
ayers the hiftory of the kingdom in ge- 
neral, 

_ The prefent volume commences at the pe- 
nied, when the Romans were on the point 
of abandoning this ifland; and ends with 
that important wra in the annals of the Sax- 
ons, the combination of their feven king- 
doms into one empire, and the dcfcent of 
the Danes upon the whole. 

Speaking of the ftate of intellectual and 
fpiritual refinement, which fucceeded the firtt 
tttabliftment of the arts, it is now, fays he, 

,. The natural infecurity of happinefs be- 
BiN§.to Operate, War unfolds the wildeft 
horrors to the Britons, Ruin marke its ad- 
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vance, And incivility, ignorance, and bar- 
barifm attend its triumphs. A tribe of ido- 
latrous favages make their way from the 
fhores of Germany, They reach, they re- 
duce, Manchefter, They fettle in the caf. 
tellated fortrefs on the Medlock. And they 
tyrannize over the inhabitants with a fan- 
guinary feverity. But the illuftrious Arthur 
advances to refcue them. He fights. He 
conquers. Hedelivers. And the yoke of 
barbarian defpotifm is rafed from the neck 
of our fathers.” 

Of the character of King Arthur our au- 
thor prefents us with a very advantageous 
idea in the following few words ; “* He was 
enterprizing but cool, judicious but refolute, 
circumfpeé, alert and vigorous. He laid his 
meafures with the greateft prudence; and 
he executed them with the greateft fpirit. 
He never attacked an enemy, but he defeated 
him, He never engaged in battle, but he ob- 
tained a viétory."——That no doubt may re- 
main of the exiftence of this incomparable 
hero, who is faid to have died in the year 
$42, our author informs us that his tomb, 
coffin and bones were, by order of King 
Henry the Second, fought for and found; he 
alfo gives the form and infcription of the 
lead under the tomb-ftone, which bears the 
following infcription : 

Hic yacet fepultus inclitus rex Arturius 
in infula Avalonia, 

Of the {tate of Manchefter, after the Sax- 
on invafion, our author gives the following 
fketch, 

** When the Town of Manchetter arofe in 
the wood of Arden, the fmallnefs of its ex- 
tent fhews only one chief and one clan te 
have fettled in it at firit. ‘To this leader, at 
the requifition of the Romans, and as anen- 
couragemet to the commencing fettlement, 
all the circuit of Arden would naturally be 
given away by the fovereign, And from him 
all the future fettlers of the borough received, 
and under him they all retained, their ap- 
pointed quantities of land in the vicinity of 
it, and their allowed right of pafturage in the 
woods beyond ; either as he engaged the free 
villains of other lords, or obliged the remain- 
der of his own pure ones, to remove and refide 
inthetown. ‘Thus configned at firft to one 
chief, the extended townthip would remain 
the property of his defcendants or fucceffors, 
till the region of the lord was converted inte 
a province for the reétor, and the whole 
compafs of Arden into the old patith of Man- 
cheiter. And at the memorabie ara of the 
Saxon conqueft, and on Edwin's partition 
of the conquered lands among his followers, 
one leader received as his fhare two thirds 
of the ground in the diftriét, and the right 
of fupremacy over the whole,” 

This right of fupremacy conftituted the 
poffeffor a Lord or Baron, a rank which o- 
riginally claimed an exclufive privilege to 
fit in parliament; the houfe of commons 
being a fubfequent inftitution, and not - 
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val with the original parliamentary conftitu- 
tion, On this fubject our author remarks, 
that 

“« The conftitution of the Saxon Parlia- 
ments has .been greatly difputed among the 
antiquarians, Some have afferted the com- 
mons, a body of men elected by and repre- 
fentative of the people, to have becn an ef- 
fential branch of the legiflature, And others 
have denied it. The queftion was firft ftart- 
ed in the bufy period of fafion, and the reign 
of the fecond Charles, And it has been 
warmly canvaffed fince, ‘The patrons of li- 
berty have obftinately maintained the affir- 
mative; and the partifans of monarchy as 
refolutely adhered to the negative, Fa¢tion 
has thus mingled continually with the con- 
troverfy, and exerted her ufual arts of chica- 
nery, perverting records and mif-quoting 
hiftories. 

“Under the feudal fyftem of England, 
the whole kingdom and a fingle barony were 
exaétly the mirrours of each other. And the 
rights of the king over his feudatories were 
nothing more than the privileges oi the feu.

“his, And if the former had a right to ex- 
traordinary aids from his chiefs, the latter 
had aclaim to proportionate fubfidies from 
his vavafou's, 

“ From this interior view of the feudal 
polity, we fee the royalty and barony exact- 
ly modelled on the fame principles and in- 
vefted with the fame privileges, The baron 
T have already fhewn to have holden a court, 
at which all his vaffals were obliged to at- 
tend, and he preficded as the judge, and they 
affited as the jury. But the vaifals who at- 
tcadcd were only the feudatories of the chief, 
the mefne Jords or frank tenants that held 
iminediate'y under him, They, and they 
only, were the members of the court; in 
their prefcnce were the aéts of it executed ; 
and by their affunt were they ratified, And 
in this judicature, and with the concurrence 
of thefe members, was that legiflation exe- 
cuted by the baron, which was the incident 
equally of the baronial and parliamentary 
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court, and thofe laws were enaéted, which 
exift to this day variegated cuttoms of diffe. 
rent manours, Such alfo, in every particu. 
lar, would be the court or parliament of the 
king. The vavafours were obliged by their 
tenures to .ttend the little parliament of the 
barony. And the barons would be equaliy obe 
liged by theirs to attend thecourt baron ofthe 
royalty. ‘The former were bound to a@ as 
affeffors with their lord, on caufes that arofe 
among the tenants of the manour, And the 
latter would equally be bound to be affeffors 
to the king, on all that emerged among the 
tenants of the crown, The former weie em. 
powered, under the direction of their lord, 
to make laws for the regulation of the ba. 
rony. And the latter mut have privilege, 
under the controul of the monarch, to make 
rules for the government of the kingdom, 
The one judicature was called the court of 
the baron; the other was denominated the 
court of the king. And legal inftruments 
were pafied, and legal inftitutes framed, in 
both. A confirmation of lands, and a do. 
nation of privileges, were mace to the ab. 
bey of Croyland in two parliaments under 
Edgar. A writ was iffued to the hheriff of 
Lincoinhhire in the reign of Bertulph king of 
Mercia, refpeéting the boundaries of fome 
abbey-lands, and returnable to him and his 
council where ever they fhould be co: vened 
at the conclufion of Eafter. And the laws 
of Edmund, the fon of Athelftan, were e- 
nacted in his court at Eafter, 

“ The real members of the parliament, 
therefore, appear from the effential qualities 
of the feudal fyftem to have heen merely the 
royal thanes, or the immediate feudatories of 
the crown, They, and they only, coud have 
been obliged by their tenure to attend upon 
the royal court. And they only, therefore, 
could have been the genuine contlituents of 
the parliament,” 

If what, our author here maintains, be 
true (and his arguments as well as authori- 
tics feem irrefragable) the conftitutional free- 
com of Englifhmen, in having their repre- 
fentatives in parliament, nay even the parli- 
ament itfelf, appears to derive its original 
confequence from roya! grant; obtained in- 
deed fometimes by force, and granted with 
reluctance, yet fti!l granted, Our prefent li- 
berty, Jittle as it is, does not derive its origia 
from ancient cuftom ; it is the effeét of mo- 
dern claim; and, however juft that claim 
and laudable every exe:tion to fupport it, 
fuch freedom is fo far anticonititutional : un- 
lefs fuch involuntary grants as Magna Charta, 
and the fubfequent aéts of parliament fup- 
porting it, are allowed to conflitute the 
CONSTITUTION,

Mr, Mendiiam doe all juftice to Mr, Pot- 
ters ingenuity al d humanity; but by n 
means approves of his fcheme refpectin ; the 
exection of houses f indifiry; which, he fa 
is in fa& condemning the poor to perperna 
eonfrement and pe ‘petual laiour. He conceives 
that both Dr, Burn and Mir, Potter have ex- 
argerated the miferable fituation of the poor, 
as wll as their treatment under the prefcni 
adminittration of the laws: by the hands oi 
churchwardens, overicers, and jultices of the 
peace, We agree, however, fays he, tha 
the poor are diltrefied, that they ought to he 
better fupported ; we differ only about the 
mode of redrefs, 1 would gladiy have them 
enjoy their liberty, breathe the free air ot 
their nasive villages, enjoy ther favourite 
cottaees, their parents, chiidren, reiations, 
friends, ard neighbours; in fhort. I would 
have them better provided for where they 
ae.” Alter enumerating, therefore, the many 
inconveniences to which they will be tubject- 
ed, under the projeéted regulations, he con- 
tludes by pointing out a method, which, he 
conceives, will be more efficacious to re- 
lieve them, as the jaws now ftand, 

“Their prefent miferies and diftreffes. fays 
he, arife from various caufes, fone of which 
you have noticed, others you have overlook 
ed, I cannot believe the fordid policy, or 
rather low cunning, of fuch overfeers as are 
mean enough to hatch marriages, to yoke a 
few wretched individuals together for the 
purpofe of eafing their parifh expences, can 
be produCtive of fuch general evils ; mor can 
Ithink the poor ‘ in general’ are ‘ idle, dif- 
‘honeft, and diffolute,’ a ‘ difgrace and bur 
‘den to the community.’ I have found a- 
mong the poor, men of ftriét honefty, chaf- 
tity, unwearied induftry, conftant tempe- 
tance and fobriety ; nor can I think their 
children » in general—trained up in igno- 
‘ranceunprincipled in any fchool but that 
‘ of lazinefs, pilfering, and vice, untin@ured 
‘with any fenfe of decency or religion.’— 
Indeed it fometimes happens that neither the 
parents nor children have much ‘ fenfe of 
‘religion,’ but whenever this is obferved, 
the reverend paftors who have the charge of 
their fouls, fhould double their labours, ufe 
their utmoft efforts to bring them to a ferfe 
oftheir duty, It is a duty incumbent on ail 
0 promote the prefent and future well-being 
ot the poor, But as we have long dwelt upon 
the firft of thefe, you wiil pardon this necef- 
lary digreffion, and permit me to return to 
the former fubjeét, ‘The demolifhing of cot- 
tages, and laying their precinéts to the large 
farm, is certainy a capital grievance, big 
with the wortt of confequences, The zene- 
ral luxury of the age, the efforts of the tra-

Van Stort, vice Admiral of the Dutch fqua- 
dron in the Weft Indies, inftruéting him to 
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give orders alfo to all perfons under him, to 
their utmoft power to feize and deftroy all 
ammunition, ftores, and provifions, which 
may be found on board any fhip or thips 
bound from any of the Dutch fettiements 
in that quarter, or on board Dutch thips from 
any quarter, which are bound to any port in
